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NEW ENTRANCE TO BURLINGTON ARCADE, W. 
MESSRS. ERNEST BATES AND WM. G. SINNING, F. & A.R.I.B.A., ARCHITECTS. 
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THE NEW ENTRANCE FROM BURLINGTON GARDENS 
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No part of Victorian London was better known, 
in all. probability, than the Burlington Arcade, 
running between Piccadilly and Burlington- 
gardens. The original arcade dates from the 
early 19th century, when it was erected by Lord 
Chesham. The Piccadilly end was rebuilt before 
the war and the actual entrance only a few years 
ago—this being one of the last works of Professor 
Beresford Pite. .The Burlington-gardens entrance 
(shown in its original form in the smaller photo- 
graph) has lately been attractively redesigned 
by Messrs. Ernest Bates and Wm. G. Sinning 
F. and A.R.I.B.A., as the owners desired to 
improve the entrance and remove the piers which 
obstructed free access to the Arcade. The con- 
nection with Lord Chesham is perpetuated by the 
Chesham Arms over the clerestory window. The 
general contractors were Messrs. Higgs & Hill, Ltd. 
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WORKING-CLASS HOME FURNITURE. 


Sa exhibition of working-class furniture and house- 
hold equipment, now on view at the Building 
Centre, is of very considerable interest at the present 
time, when the erection of working-class flats and 
housing schemes is at its peak. 

The Council for Art in Industry hope that the younger 
generation, occupying these up-to-date buildings with 
so many modern conveniences and _labour-saving 
devices, may learn to appreciate simply designed 
furniture, especially when it may be obtained at reason- 
able prices. The “household gods” of so many to- 
day are poor specimens and often infested with un- 
desirable insects which are brought into the new home. 

The furniture under review has.been selected by the 


Committee out of that submitted mainly by trade— 


organisations and not specially designed, and has been 
made by British manufacturers observing the fair wage 
clause. The Committee have had in mind economic 
conditions governing the design and production of 
furniture for those whose means are: limited, and they 
emphasise the need, in viewing the exhibition, to bear 
in mind the severe limitations of price that have been 
observed. 

Briefly, the problem has been to provide well-designed 
furniture and equipment at prices within the means of 
families with an income of £3 a week, making some 
additional provision for those with an income of from 
£3 to £5 a week. How important is the problem 
may be judged by the fact that three-quarters of the 
families in this country do not earn more than £5 a 
week. After detailed consideration, the Committee 
decided to base their minimum standard on a total 
outlay of about £50—this sum to cover the whole of 
the furniture and household equipment required to set 
up a home for a family of a father, mother and two 
young children with an income round about £3 a week. 

While the Committee felt compelled to adopt this 
minimum as the basis of their inquiry, they recognised 
that many families can afford to spend more. Accord- 
ingly other rooms in the Exhibition demonstrate some 
of the ways in which it is possible to improve the fur- 
nishing and equipment by including additional furniture 
or furniture of better quality ; but even here it was 
thought desirable to bear in mind that the total outlay 
upon the whole home would probably not exceed £100. 
As it is not likely that many persons of the class 
the exhibition is arranged to benefit will be able to 
visit it, there is a probability of retailers showing 
similar rooms at their showrooms. 

We foresee that one of the difficulties which will 
face the Council will be the individualistic outlook of 
the working-class, and also the natural attachment of 
older married people to their furniture. It may well 
be that this scheme may depend for success on the 
measure of support accorded by young married people, 
though an adverse point here is that parents with 
families have first call upon slum-replacement property. 
We wonder whether the help of the film news-reel 
could be invokéd in describing the scheme and illus- 
trating the furniture, for there is no doubt that the 
films exercise a considerable influence in modern life. 
The process is likely to be the slow one of filtration, 
in any event, but a start must be made somewhere, 
and we congratulate the Council upon making that 
Start in such an excellent way. 

Apropos this exhibition, an article by Mr. Edgar 
Beresford, F.R.I.B.A., which we give on page 1169, is of 
topical interest, as showing the application of fitted 
furniture to the bedrooms of a seaside holiday cottage. 
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FORMS OF BUILDING CONTRACT. 


EE has long been a source of difficulty and dissatisfac- 

tion to the building industry that forms of building 
contract. in use by local authorities should vary so 
considerably up and down the country. ‘Largely with the 
intention of remedying this state of affairs, the R.1.B:A. 
1931 Form was produced—a Form which represented 
the result of long negotiations between all parties, pro- 
fessional and industrial, intimately acquainted with, 
and interested in, building works, - 

That Form has been nationally accepted as the 
standard form for private building .contracts, and 
analysis of a questionnaire issued by the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Employers (and referred’to on 
page 1168) indicates that the employment of the Form 
is gaining ground among local authorities. Of the 
total number of authorities circularised 61‘ per cent. of 
metropolitan boroughs; 23 per cent. of municipal 
corporations ; 50 per cent of county councils ; and 16 
per cent. of urban councils report that they are using 
the 1931 Form with or without slight modifications 
and additions to comply with statutory requirements 
and standing orders. ee 

This is satisfactory, so far as it goes, but. it is not so 

reassuring to note that, as regards the remainder, there 
is among them, to quote the National Federation, ‘‘ no 
form of contract which has obtained acceptance to an 
extent anything resembling that already reached by the 
R.I.B.A. 1931 Standard Form of Contract.” 
- The advantage of standardising a Form: of Contract 
throughout the country needs-no emphasis, and we may 
hope that architects and engineers of local authorities 
using other forms will’ at least make themselves fully 
familiar with the R.I.B.A. Form, and, in the interests of 
the building trade and themselves, consider recom- 
mending its adoption to their councils. The Secretary 
of the National Federation has, we are told, supplied. 
copies of the Form to each of 675 Clerks concerned, 
who are consequently in possession of the facts. 


THE R.I.B.A. RECEPTION. 


"TE new Headquarters building of the R.I.B.A. in 

Portland-place formed. a splendid setting for the 
Annual Reception, which was held there on Friday 
evening last, when a large number of distinguished 
people were present, including many architects and 
representatives of associated professions, as well as 
persons of eminence in various walks of public life. Mr. 
Percy Thomas, the President, and Mrs. Thomas received 
their guests, among whom were a large number of ladies, 
at one of the entrances to the Henry Florence Hall, and 
continued to discharge their duty with grace and charm 
long after the time for reception (9.30 p.m.) had passed.

A New Office Building, 
Johannesburg. 

It is expected that building operations 
will begin at the end of this year on the 
new headquarters in Johannesburg of the 
Anglo-American Corporation of South 
Africa, Ltd. The building has been de- 
signed by Mr. Francis Lorne, F.R.I.B.A., 
of Sir John Burnet, Tait and Lorne, and 
will occupy an island site near the Stock 
Exchange.

authorities; by 1920 the tigure had in- 
creased sixfold to £477,000, whilst last 
year it was no less a sum than £3,196,000. 
The powers of local authorities in this con- 
nection would be much wider when the 
Physical Training and Recreation Bull 
passed into law. The local authorities 
would then be not only able to acquire 
and develop playing fields but to provide 
buildings and to acquire land for gym- 
nasia, noliday camps, and, by no means 
least, community centres of the kind 
which at present they could provide only 
on housing estates. He hoped that we 
should soon see throughout the country 
more plentiful and varied arrangements 
for physical recreations of all kinds, 
planned as a coherent whole and centre- 
ing round suitable community centres.

Preservation of Grange 
Court, Leominster. 

THE Minister of Health, Sir Kingsley 
Wood has made an order, to operate im- 
mediately as a matter of urgency, to pre- 
serve Grange Court, Leominster, formerly 
the Market Hall of the borough, from the 
threat of demolition and removal to 
America. This is the first use of a new 
power conferred on the Minister in the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1932. 
Grange Court was built by John Abel, 
“King’s Carpenter,” in 1633, and is a 
good example of the timber work of the 
period.

Chelsea.

The centre span, hung from towers rising 
742 ft. above the water, is 4,200 ft. long.

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CORRESPONDENCE 


(While we are glad to publish letters on profes- 
sional and other matters of tnterest to our readers, 
it must be understood that we do not necessarily 
endorse the remarks of correspondents, who will 
oblige us if they will express their views as briefly 
as possible.) 


Forms of Building Contract. 

Following are extracts from a circular 
letter dated May 7, 1937, reporting to the 
town clerks of 28 Metropolitan Boroughs 
and 374 Municipal Corporations and to 
the clerks of 62 County Councils and 654 
Urban District Councils in England and 
Wales the results of an inquiry under- 
taken by the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers into the forms 
of building contract used among local 
authorities. 

Dear Sir,—On the 4th March last I took the 
liberty of sending you a circular letter and 
questionnaire requesting information as to the 
form of contract used by your Council for 
building works. I have now. recorded the 
result of my inquiries, and in appreciation of 
your courteous assistance I have pleasure in 
bringing the result of my investigations to 


. your notice. 


The circular and questionnaire were sent 
to the town clerks of 28 Metropolitan boroughs 
and 374 Municipal Corporations, and to the 
clerks of 62 County Councils and 654 Urban 
District Councils in England and Wales. 

The number and percentage of replies 
received were as follows :— 

Replies. Percentage. 
Metropolitan Boroughs... 23 82 per cent. 
Municipal Corporations... 257 68 per cent. 
County Councils ... ... 52 84-per cent. 
Urban District Councils 343 52 per cent. 


The first point which is revealed by the 
inquiry is the extreme diversity of the general 
conditions attached to the forms of contract 
used by local authorities. 


Seven per cent. of the Metropolitan 
Boroughs, 29 per cent. of the Municipal Cor- 
porations, 30 per cent. of the County Councils 
and 10 per cent. of the Urban District Councils 
{these percentages are of the total number of 
authorities circularised, and not of the number 
of replies received) are using special forms 
drawn up for the exclusive use of their own 
councils. The investigation has been facili- 
tated by the receipt of copies of a great 
number of such forms of contract. The extent 
of the difference of opinion as to what clauses 
are necessary to be included in the general 
conditions is best illustrated when it is stated 
that the number of clauses varies from nine 
in one case to 102 in another. 

The second point of importance which 
emerges ig the very great progress which has 
been made towards standardisation by the 
adoption of the form of contract and general 
conditions issued under the sanction of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects and this 
Federation—generally known as the R.I.B.A 
1931 Standard Form of Contract.

Thirdly, of those authorities who are not 
using the R.I.B.A. 1931 Standard Form of 
Contract or some special form peculiar to the 

articular Council concerned, it is impossible 

ere to tabulate the answers received. Some 
are using the Model Form issued by the 
Ministry of Health for Housing Contracts, 
adapting it to the special circumstances ;: 
others the forms supplied by various law 
publishers; and yet others have an individual 
contract drawn by the clerk to suit each 
building work they undertake... In short, 
there is among them no form of contract which 
has obtained acceptance to an extent anything 
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resembling that already reached by the 
R.LB.A. 1931 Standard Form of Contract. 

May I submit for your consideration the 

following observations resulting from this 
inquiry :— 
(a) The need is apparent for some form of 
standardisation in the general conditions 
attached to the building contracts of lo¢al 
authorities. 

(b) The extreme diversity of. the general 
conditions at present prevailing makes it diffi- 
cult for the contractor to calculate the extent 
of his obligations, the effect of which is mis- 
understanding and lack of mutual confidence, 
which tend to cause delay and expense to 
both parties. 

(c) The fact that the drafting of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects’ 1931 Standard 
Form of Contract represents the result of 
long negotiations between all parties, pro- 
fessional and industrial, who are intimately 
acquainted with and greatly interested in 
building works, makes that form the most 
suitable for adoption as a standard form 
among all building owners. Its worth can 
best be illustrated by the extent to which it is 
at present used even by local authorities who 
had not hitherto been canvassed to consider 
the use of the standard form. Its use other- 
wise is almost complete; very rarely is any 
other form used, and very rarely, indeed, is 
there any variation of the standard form. 
The number of these forms used every year 
is about 35.000. 

(d) The Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects’ 1931 Standard Form of Contract is the 
only form which is the subject of constant 
review by. a Joint Contracts Tribunal, which 
is empowered to recommend the issue of a 
revised edition as occasion demands. 

(e) Complementary to the Royal Institute of 
British Architects’ 1931 Standard Form is the 
1936 Standard Form of Sub-Contract, designed 
for the use of sub-contractors engaged in 
building works. 

I take this opportunity of thanking those 
authorities who have co-operated with me to 
make a success of the inquiry into this ques- 
tion of interest and importance to building 
owners, architects and contractors alike. 

Should you be interested to peruse the 
general conditions of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects’ 1931 Standard Form of 
Contract and of the 1936 Standard Form of 
Sub-Contract, I shall be pleased to supply a 
copy free of charge, and attach a form for 
that purpose. : 

It may interest you to know that the 1931 
form is being revised, and counsel are at 
present engaged in redrafting the document 
to meet minor difficulties and points of 
criticism, which have been collected over a 
period of five years and which have been 
considered by the Joint Contracts Tribunal 
previously referred to, who in turn have pre- 
pared a memorandum of their desired amend- 
ments for the guidance of drafting counsel. 
The 1931 form will therefore be superseded by 
the amended form when redrafted, and the 
1931 form will then be withdrawn and the 
new form (probably R.I.B.A., 1937) will 
become available. There will, however, be no 
radical changes but only improvements 
in detail and in drafting.

Reflected Light. 

Srr,—May it be suggested that the 
strong differences of opinion indicated 
in the recent correspondence in The 
Builder on high values of sky brightness, 
direct and reflected, are possibly due to 
disregard of a fact which has been 
known for some time, but is seldom 
appreciated either properly or at all by 
architects in disputes as to light. 

I refer to the marked difference 
between the reactions of the human eye 
to artificial and to natural light. The 
eye is known to be so sensitive to varia- 
tions in artificial light that when trained 
it can gauge its. photometric amount with 
fair accuracy. To variations in daylight, 
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however, it exhibits such a phoying 
indifference as to be absolutely uneop. 
scious of violent fluctuations which, when 
measured, are found to be not only large 
but huge. 

When, some 30 years ago, the 
‘grumble point” under natural light 
of different people in various kinds of 
interiors was first investigated ang 
measured it was standardised as a ratio 
of indoor to outdoor light, which was 
subsequently found to be largely, if not 
entirely, independent of amount, except 
at the lower limit of about 1 ft. candle 
associated with the dull, overcast skies 
ascertained by the N.P.L. to represent 
a sky brightness equivalent to 500 ff. 
candles from a complete hemisphere 
which is independent of the altitude of 
the sun and therefore of latitude, 

If the eye were sensitive to quantities 
of natural light there would be no 
explanation of the fact that the disposi. 
tion of adequate and inadequate light 
in an obstructed room does not vary with 
the weather, except when a beam of gun- 
shine penetrates into the room directly 
or by reflection. 

If the eye were affected other than by 
a ratio independent of sky brightness, 
the ratio fixed in 1908 by measurement in 
London would never have been adopted, 
after six years of international research 
by 22 countries differing widely in lJati- 
tude, for interchange of data in connec. 
tion with town planning and building 
regulations. 

In 1931 the ratio fixed in 1908 and 
verified by years of. practical application 
in disputes as to light until it was 
standardised by the Courts in Semon ». 
Bradford Corporation in 1922 was agreed 
by sunny Spain and Italy, no less than 
by northern European countries, where 
the frequency of overcast days renders 
immaterial any data as to average sky 
brightness. 

Failure to appreciate fundamental 
knowledge of the behaviour of the eye 
has, unfortunately, led to much wasted 
effort in research of practical value bots 
in this country and abroad. In the dis- 
pute as to light in Gibraltar in 1935, to 
which reference has been made, the jury, 


_after hearing evidence as to the value 


of high sky brightness direct or reflected, 
were invited to visit in June buildings 
suffering an obstruction similar to that 
complained of. On their verdict -an 
injunction was granted.

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THE PROBLEM OF FURNISHING

‘-; a very old complaint of the 
“ A atic » architect that the rooms he 
has designed look very well until the 
furniture goes in! Then, after the 
pantechnicon has disgorged its hetero- 
geneous load, the house is stuffed with 
a ghastly mixed grill of ill-assorted, 
incompatible chattels. Then appears 
some massive carved sideboard, some 
pretentious and elaborate bookcase or 
cabinet, some prized “ suite” of elephan- 
tine dimensions, upholstered probably in 
strikingly dominant colours or patterns. 
At once all the architect’s carefully 
worked-out proportions, focal lines, 
eolour-balances, are hopelessly nullified 
and confused. The rooms which, before, 
had looked so spacious and airy and well 
designed seem suddenly to have become 
poky, ill-shaped and characterless, full of 
dark corners and unconsidered, useless 
shapes, ; : 
Curiously enough, most  clients—in 
England, at least—do not seem to realise 
that their architect is keenly interested 
not only in the backcloth or the skeleton- 
stage, but in the whole mise-en-scéne. In 
his conception of the house he does not 
merely concern himself with prowiding a 
floor space of 20 by 14—or whatever the 
room: size may be—but visualises in 
that space the appropriate furniture 
for comfort and efficiency and quiet, rest- 
ful charm. Yet, generally, he is gently, 
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accordance with the 
erroneous, belief that an architect invari- 
ably tries to persuade one to spend more 
than one can afford!). 


express an opinion as to its suitability or 
otherwise, probably from -fear that he 
might condemn it extensively and suggest 
wholesale expensive replacements (in

Again, we all suffer tremendously from 
the tyranny of our household possessions,

his function is strictly confined to the 
structure. Often he does not even see

L = Lewatory basis 
individual thing which we can each do 
for ourselves far better than any other 
can do for us. Every girl leaving school 
fondly imagines herself to be an expert 
interior decorator, and has very definite 
ideas about the arrangement of at least 
her own room; every man who builds a 


refuse to allow other things to exercise. 
Pictures, furniture—even carpets or cur- 
tains—which have been inherited from 
some ancestor, or which represent the 
triumph of some long search through the 
antique shops of a countryside, are, for 
that reason apparently, sacrosanct and 
above normal criticism; they must not be 
discarded or replaced, however much 
they may have outlived their one-time 
usefulness or charm. A motor-car or a 
lawn-mower, a hat or a suit of clothes 
comes in quite a different category in this 
respect from a settee, a bureau, a bed- 
stead or wardrobe. For we say we cannot 
afford to sell our present furniture, how- 
ever far we have outgrown our old liking 
or use of it, because the second-hand 
value—considering the quality of the 
article—is so ridiculously small. Yet we 
unhesitatingly exchange our cars, 
machines, clothes, for newer and more 
suitable models, accepting gladly the 
merest trifle for the old ones, which, 
expensive to buy at first and still capable 
of excellent service, have merely become 
slightly unfashionable and out of date! 
And so, when we move to a new house, 
we still burden and hamper ourselves 
with furniture, ugly, cumbersome and 
ill-suited to our modern requirements 
and tastes, solely because of this stupid 
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and illogical sentimental association. 
Though we have probably badgered our 
architect and builder to provide for us, 
in the new dwelling, everything which we 
can have of modern, labour-saving, prac- 
tical ideas and devices, and insisted on 
having open, spacious, easily cleaned 
rooms, we thereupon largely nullify all 
such efforts by filling up the house— 
generally far too much for any reasonable 
needs—with our old “ white elephants ” 
of furniture, often long past their prime 
of usefulness and of a design which, 
could we once see them without the aura 
of sentimental attachment, we should 
frankly admit is distressingly ugly and 
incongruous in our new rooms. 


Architect as Furnisher. 

Is it not perfectly logical and sensible 
to claim that the architect should invari- 
ably be allowed to furnish the house he 
has designed, utilising such of his client’s 
possessions as are suitable and appro- 
priate, but freely discarding incongruous 
or distinctly unfitting pieces? Better 
still is the procedure, almost unheard-of 
in Britain, though common enough on 
the Continent, of commissioning the 
architect to design de novo, not only the 
house, but its complete furnishing and 
decoration; the furniture mostly built in 
or attached permanently to the structure 
with as few as possible “ movables.”” By 
this means there is at once the chance 
of an artistic harmony and unity in the 
completed house as a dwelling, otherwise 
extremely difficult, if not impossible, to 
achieve. There may be—in fact, there 
must be—an enormous gain in efficiency ; 
that popular ideal in modern housing 
Built-in fitments not only reduce the 
labour of cleansing and maintenance; 
they economise space and leave floors 
and walls unobstructed and open, which 
is a great boon, especially in the smaller 
houses with which, for economic reasons, 
most of us nowadays must be content. 
There have been ‘signs recently of 
developments in this direction here in 
the design of furnished flats, but in the 
realm of small houses there is as yet 
little evidence of built-in furniture. 
Window seats and wardrobe cupboards 
seem to be as far as we can get, except 
perhaps in kitchen quarters, where the 
principle has long been followed, though 
nowadays method and practice have been 
improved almost out of knowledge. 


The Question of Materials. 

If we disregard for the moment the 
inherent British tradition to look on 
furniture as actual or petential entailed 
heirlooms, probably the main reason for 
the lack of interest in, or demand for, 
furniture designed expressly for, and 
fixed to, our houses has been the fact 
that up to now it has generally been an 
extremely expensive luxury. It cannot, 
of course, be denied that any single 
specially designed article of any kind 
must necessarily cost more to produce 
than the multiple product of the factory. 
and this is as it should be, since any 
unique individual thing is worth more to 
its owner than one of a thousand or a 
million duplicates. But quite another 
factor may have tended to make fitted 
furniture expensive—the question of 
material. People “‘ brought up” in a 
tradition of well-made hardwood furni- 
ture of oak, mahogany, walnut, etc., 
naturally demanded that their built-in 
fittings should be similarly finished in 
hardwood, scorning painted wood as they 
scorned painted furniture—and with 
sound reason, since it was so easily 
damaged and so soon became shabby or 
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disreputable. But since the introduction 
of hard enamels on a cellulose base 
which may be depended upon’ to wear 
well and to resist satisfactorily the 
ordinary accidents of household use, the 
practical objections to the use of painted 
wood have disappeared. Not only 
movables, but fitted furniture, may 
nowadays be _ produced, painted in 
cellulose, good-looking and thoroughly 
serviceable, at a fraction of the cost 
previously demanded for the necessarily 
expensive hardwood furniture, and a new 
vogue has sprung up accordingly. 

A further and more recent development 
which makes it possible still more to 
reduce the cost of fitted furniture is the 
introduction of simple, well-designed and 
adaptable units of standardised propor- 
tions -by some of the wood-working 
factories. The principle of standardisa- 
tion, though warmly advocated by some 
architects, is still bitterly opposed by 
others. It may be generally agreed, how- 
ever, that many articles may quite safely 
be standardised in shape and construc- 
tion provided they are in themselves 
adaptable into many varieties of com- 
binations and are sufficiently small to 
avoid dictating a stereotyped form of de- 
sign. Though nothing can be so good as 
furniture individually designed to suit 
exactly the character of the room and 
the tastes of its occupants, we have to face 
the fact that such furniture costs far more 
than shop “‘ movables,” and if we are to 
interest the average client in fixed furni- 
ture we must by some means bring the 
cost down to something like an equal 
figure; and the provision of these new 
simple units seems at last to bring that 
within reach. 


Typical Units. 

The idea of sectional furniture is by 
no means novel; it was adopted long ago 
for bookshelves, standardised units being 
put on the market consisting of skirting, 
shelves and cornice sections which fitted 
together to form a small complete book- 
case,-and thereafter could be expanded 
in height or width by the simple addition 
of further sections. The earlier types 
were far from beautiful, but, in an age 
when we were a nation of book-buyers 
and book-keepers, the possibility of easy 
expansion and the portable nature of the 
units earned for their makers a certain 
success which would probably have been 
much greater had the bookcases not been 
rather unnecessarily elaborated and 
highly finished—and consequently ex- 
pensive. 


Early examples of other units in the 
form of drawers and cupboards suffered 
from the same drawbacks of coarse design 
and costly construction, and it is only 
quite recently that we have been offered 
standardised units of this nature made 
by mass-production methods and of 
essentially simple and inexpensive de- 
sign, which are supplied “ in the white ”’ 
for fixing and subsequent painting along 
with the walls and other woodwork in 
the room. They are now designed 
primarily for screwing together in groups; 
consequently the construction can be 
made much lighter than would be desir- 


able if they were each to stand indepen- - 


dently. Bases and cornices have been 
eliminated and the fittings are of the 
simplest nature, and the cost is suffi- 
ciently low to allow of their use in quite 
small and inexpensive houses. 


A Cottage Installation. 


The accompanying sketches indicate 
the use of a few such simple and cheap 
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units to furnish the bedrooms of i 
holiday cottage recently built. The Fre: 
is not in constant occupation; it is pein 
only for week-ends and other holida 5 
Its occupants when they go down there 
do not wish to spend more than the mini. 
mum time in cleaning and dusting the 
rooms. Fitted furniture was consequent} 
suggested for its greater ease of main 
tenance as well as for economy of space 
as the bedrooms were all small, and the 
owners acquiesced probably the more 
readily since they were not handicapped 
by having already movable furniture for 
these rooms. 


A bedroom in this type of cottage de. 
mands but little furniture for actual uge. 
the irreducible minimum is a washstand. 
a dressing-table, a few drawers and a 
hanging cupboard for clothes. Nothing 
more is necessary save one or two chairs 
and a mirror. As a lavatory basin with 
running water was already fitted in each 
bedroom of the cottage referred to, noth. 
ing further was needed in the way of a 
wash-stand. 


All other fittings were provided for by 
the purchase of six types of standardised 
units: (a) a chest of drawers about 3 ft. 
by 3 ft.; (b) dwarf cupboards 18 in. and 
3 ft. wide by 3 ft. high, with single or 
folding doors respectively; (c) hanging 
cupboards 3 ft. wide by 6 ft. high, with 
folding doors; and (d) dwarf cupboards 
18 in. and 3 ft. wide by 2 ft. high, again 
with single or double doors respectively, 
The plan of the rooms and the sketches 
show how these units were used. Where 
necessary—in recesses—a tiny architrave 
was run over the joint next to wall; the 
tops of drawers and dwarf cupboards 
were covered with a thin sheet of white- 
wood, stained and waxed to match win- 
dow boards and mantel shelves, but 
otherwise fixing was only a matter of 
moments; and the whole was then painted 
in to match the walls and ceilings and 
other woodwork, one shade being carried 
through without any break. 


Simple divan type beds were used in 
bedrooms 1 and 3. In No. 2 it was de- 
sired to have two separate beds, but, 
since these placed normally would have 
taken up most of the floor space, they 
were fixed one above the other, like the 
arrangement of bunks in a sleeping car 
or ship’s cabin, to the great delight of 
the younger members of the family, for 
whose use the room was intended. 


Some Advantages. 

The cost of the units which—apart 
from beds and chairs—provided the whole 
furniture .for the three bedrooms, was 
below £27, a sum which might frequently 
be exceeded in the purchase of one 
movable piece! But this method of fur- 
nishing has other advantages beyond 
cheapness; it is extremely easy to keep 
clean, and it materially economises space 
in what are but small rooms. Best of all, 
it gives a sense of quiet spaciousness 
owing to the overall colouring - which 
makes the furniture “ disappear” into 
the walls. Yet the rooms do not look ul- 
interesting or bare, for bright gay colours 
are introduced in curtains and valances 
and rugs. ee 

It may be some time yet before built-in 
furniture becomes really popular in 4 
country; there are still many prejudices 
against it to be overcome. But it seems 
clearly evident that for the equipment 0 
bedrooms, at least, in simple straight 
forward fashion, the main objection 
its use previously met—that of much 
greater cost—can now be satisfactorily 
countered. 
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ANKARA, THE

reciate the present it is generally 
ae to have some knowledge of the 
ast. The truth of this statement is very 
apparent when we come to the study of 
modern Ankara. At first it is quite impos- 
sible to understand the reasons that led 
to the transference of the capital from 
that great city of Constantinople, placed 
at the junction of Europe and Asia, to 
Ankara, situated on the bleak Anatolian 
steppe. To understand this move we 
must, at any rate, have a superficial 
knowledge of the past of Asia Minor and 
of the Ottoman Empire. 


Constantinople has been the capital of © 


Asia Minor from the beginning of Byzan- 
tine times, and has one of the finest 
natural sites in che world for a great port. 
But so far as present-day Turkey is con- 
cerned it is far too closely related intel- 
lectually to the Ottoman Empire with its 
imperialism, and the conglomeration of 
Levantines that constituted it. While its 
climate is very pleasant, and may have 
been suitable for the declining years of 
the “ Sick Man of Europe,” it is far too 
soft and enervating for the capital of a 
young and vigorous nation, which has 
been brought into being by one of the most 
dramatic revolutions in history. Again, 
though its position on the Straits is ideal 
with regard to European trade, in the pre- 
sent disturbed times is far too much 
exposed to foreign invasion. © 

It is not surprising, therefore, that after 
the victory of Sakarya in 1922, which 
resulted in the Greeks being driven back 
to the coast, one of the first tasks that con- 
fronted Mustafa Kemal and his cabinet 
was the choice of the site for a new 
capital, which would suit all the require- 
ments of the revitalised Turkish nation. 
Why then did the choice fall on the bleak 
village of Ankara? 

At first.one would say that it is 
quite unsuitable for the site of a capital 
city. Placed on the high plateau of 
Anatolia it is very cold and wet in winter, 
lacking an adequate fresh ‘water supply, 
with very poor vegetation, and far distant 
from the great international road and 
railway systems. Further, its whole 
history has been one of incessant inva- 
sions. In the citadel which stands on a 
high promontory and commands the old 
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CAPITAL OF MODERN TURKEY

town, one finds traces of the Hittites, the 
Persians, Phrygians, and Greeks; later on 
it became one of the great Eastern strong- 
holds of Romans, a citadel of the Seljuks, 
a fortress of the Crusaders, the Western 
barrier of the Tartars, a city of the sons 
of Osman, and now the capital of the 
new Turkish republic. 

The reasons for the choice of Ankara as 
the new capital are probably as follows. 
It is situated almost’ in the centre of 
modern Turkey; hence it is an idea posi- 
tion for administration, and is well pro- 
tected from foreign invasion. It has 
none of the cosmopolitan interests of great 
ports like Constantinople or Smyrna, 
whoseinterests are chiefly turned outwards 
and away from Turkey. Ankara is des- 
tined to be an administrative city pure 
and simple, with no interests other than 
those of governing the country; a place 
where its Ministers can concentrate on 
their task without all those external 
worries that seem inseparable from a great 
commercial city. But, while being isolated 
from excessive foreign influences,itstands 
at the cross roads of the ancient north- 
south and east-west caravan routes which 
form the natural internal lines of com- 
munication. 

Its climate, though harsh, is a great 
deal more bracing than that of Constanti- 
nople, and is far more suitable for that of 
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a capital city of a progressive modern 
state. 

As architecture cannot be isolated from 
the numerous factors that -constitute 
modern civilisation, it is necessary to 
understand something of the conditions 
under which modern Ankara came into 
being. Financially, resources were very 
limited—in fact, the whole country is 
being heavily taxed to make the 
building of it possible, and even so, every- 
thing has to be done very economically 
indeed. This factor alone prevented any 
attempt at planning in the Beaux-Arts 
manner—a thing for which we can be very 
thankful. As there was a lack of local 
skilled technical advisers, foreign ones 
had to be called in. In the lay-out of the 
new city, the rights of private property 
owners were completely ignored, so mak- 
ing planning on a large scale possible. 


So much for what might be termed the 
physical factors. The intellectual ones 
are a great deal more complex, in that 
while there has been an incredible change 
in the whole life of post-war Turkey, there 
are, of course, still traces of the tradi- 
tional oriental outlook which, in general, 
is based on the philosophy of Islam. The 
result is that one finds a most curious 
mixture of conflicting factors in Ankara. 
One example should make this transi- 
tional atmosphere clear. As you walk up 
the hill towards the citadel, you see old 
houses with great oversailing upper floors 
cheek by jowl with the newest.of schools. 
Higher up you reach the medieval forti- 
fications, still looking quite impressive in 
places, and surrounded by an area of 
waste land covered with dusty grass, old 
bottles, old tins, and masses of pottery 
fragments dating from Islamic or pos- 
sibly earlier times. Inside the ramparts 
are typical oriental streets, steep, wind- 
ing and cobble-stoned. On each side are 
shops, and the merchants sit cross-legged 
in the traditional manner, but now they 
wear shiny blue serge suits with flat 
cloth caps. Some sell cheap European 
mirrors, combs, and soaps. Almost at the 
top of the hill is a mosque, while imme- 
diately beside it is a large new building, 
powerful with its long, horizontal windows 
and large wall surfaces, glistening in the 
hot Turkish sunlight. 

This old and crumbling mosque with 
the hard, new building adjoining it, some- 
how seems to sum up the whole spirit of 
this transitional period of Turkish history. 
To add final emphasis, however, you have

r does he give that stirring call in 
ac ipinal Arabic, but in Turkish. He 
is no longer dressed in the traditional 
robes of a priest of Islam, but is wearing 
a badly cut blue serge suit, while in place 
of the magnificent turban he wears a cloth 
cap with loud checks on it. 

The old city is built up the sides of 
two steep hills, which are separated from 
each other by quite a deep gorge. The 
new city now runs along the base of these 
hills, linking them together and curving 
round to follow their contours. The main 
backbone of it is a wide avenue, with dual 
carriageways, which runs for about five 
miles north and south. At the north end 
is the commercial quarter, in close 
proximity to the old city, in the centre 
the Government buildings, and farther 
south, the embassies, each built in what 
is supposed to be the architectural manner 
of the country it represents, while right 
at the south end on the high ground stands 
the house of Kemal Ataturk himself. 

At intervals along this avenue are 
placed transverse east and west roads 
connecting up the residential with the 
administrative and commercial quarters. 
Finally, a network of circular roads which 
run from the southern heights take in the 
conservatoire of music to the east, then 
northwards round the old city by the 
valley of the Ingesu, then southwards 
again to the airport. 

On the whole, the general disposition 
of the buildings and lay-out of the streets 
seems to be quite good. It does seem a 
pity, however, that the main avenue has 
been made to run under a railway viaduct; 
The main avenue is good, with its dual 
carriageways separated by a tree-planted 
strip; and in one place where it serves 
the Government offices there are separate 
service roads as well. 

The administrative quarter is planned 
in quite an impressive way, with foun- 
tains, water-gardens, sculpture, etc., but 
the whole thing is on such an enormous 
scale that it is quite impossible to appre- 
ciate the way in which the various vistas 
and axes are handled. It is all so rigid 
that the buildings seem to have been 
forced into the ground. 

The new Government and commercial 
buildings are mostly designed in a severe 
functional manner, usually around large 
internal courts, which are attractively 
laid out with formal gardens. It would 
seem, however, that the long glazed corri- 
dors, such as in the Ministry of the 
Interior, the large window areas in the 
School of Domestic Science, and the 
almost universal flat roofs are. rather a 
mistake in view of the very extreme type 
of climate of central Turkey. Not only 
are these large glazed areas bad with 
regard to heat insulation, but they actu- 
ally give too much light in such a brilliant 
atmosphere. Most of the building is in 


brick with reinforced concrete floors, and | 


rendered externally. The plinths are 
mostly of a local plum-coloured stone, 
while the rendered upper portions are 
light pinkish or greenish in colour. 
Mouldings, copings, etc., are kept very 
simple and rather heavy. 

The general effect is one of simplicity, 
but there is an interesting interplay of 
masses, especially in the Ministry of 
National Defence and in the Ministry of 
the Interior. 

The architectural equipment of Ankara 
roughly consists of:— _ . 


The various Government offices, which 


form the focal point of the plan. 
The commercial quarter, with the banks, 
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exchange, post office, shops, ete. ‘This 
is in close proximity to the old town. 

The residential quarter, where both 
blocks of flats and rows of small houses 
of the villa type are in the course of 
erection. 

The cultural equipment consists of a 
museum, library, exhibition hall, con- 
servatoire of music, primary schools, a 
lycée, and various university buildings. 

Medical equipment: a hospital, Red 
Cross building, Green Cross institute. 

Transport: a railway station, an air- 
port, and garages. 

Recreation: extensive public gardens, 
and a race-course. 

Whatever views one may hold, and what- 
ever criticisms one may make against the 
various parts of the city in its main plan- 
ning or its detail, one cannot but have the 
greatest of respect for a people who can 
think on such a large scale, and actually 
carry through plans of such a size in such 
a comparatively short time. For it must 
be remembered that only since the defeat 
of the Greeks in 1922 have political and 
economic conditions been such as to make 
building on an extensive scale possible. 

Whether this intensive westernising of 
Turkey will have a permanent effect is a 
question that it is still too soon to answer. 
In 50 years’ time, will there be a violent 
reaction against the industrial and eco- 
nomic revolution that is going on now? 
A romantic reaction, such as took place in 
the nineteenth-century Europe? Shall we 
see an Islamic Revival in architecture like 
our own Gothic Revival—railway stations 
and airports built like mosques, minarets 
as signal-boxes and control-towers? 

Whatever may happen in the future, 
Turkey has two advantages over this 
country in the industrial revolution. 
First, she has us as an example of the 
evils of haphazard industrial growth, and, 
secondly—but perhaps this is more 
important—in Kemal Ataturk she has a 
man of exceptional strength, ability and 
foresight to guide her during this very 
critical period of her renaissance.

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OBITUARY 
Arthur Fenning, F.R.1.B.A. 


We regret to record the death, at the 
age of 81, of Mr. Arthur Richard George 
Fenning, F.R.I.B.A. Mr. Fenning,; who 
had had a long and distinguished profes- 
sional career, served his articles with 
W. G. Habershon and Pite, and in his 
youth travelled extensively on the Con- 
tinent. He was successful in a number 
of competitions, notably St. Matthew’s 
new church, Higher Audley, Blackburn 


(with W. G. Habershon), and St. 
Stephen’s new Presbyterian Church, 
Manse and Schools, Leicester. Much of 


his work, indeed, was ecclesiastical, and 
he designed St. Andrew’s New Church, 
Oxford; a new dining hall for Wycliffe 
Theological College, Oxford, St. Cuthbert’s 
new Church, Sprowston;,additions to St. 
John the Evangelist, Holy Trinity, and 
All Saints’, all at Eastbourne; the now 
defunct St. Mary the. Virgin, Charing 
Cross-road (rebuilding of nave); St. 
Paul’s new Church, © Oswaldtwistle ; 
restoration of Tysoe Church, Warwick- 
shire; and the restoration of Blunham 
Church tower, Bedfordshire. Other works 
included additions to Earlswood Asylum, 
Redhill; parsonage at Linton, Derbyshire ; 
and much domestic and agricultural 
building. 

Mr. Fenning had served on the Council 
of the R.I.B.A., and was elected a Fellow 
in 1891. 


C. M. Bentley, F.R.1.B.A. 


The death has taken place at White- 
haven of Mr. Clayton Moffat Bentley, 
F.R.I.B.A. -_He was appointed architect 
to the Lowther Estates, Ltd.; five years 
ago, and was also architect to the White- 
haven, and West Cumberland Building 
Society.

RECREATION HALL, LIVERPOOL SANATORIUM,

RECENT extensions to the Liver- 
pool Sanatorium at Frodsham 
have included the erection of a 
new recreation hall to replace an 
army canteen which has been in 
use for many years. The new hall 
is isolated from the main building 
and is so placed to form a group 
from some of the scattered build- 
ings in the grounds. 

As will be seen from the plan, the 
fall in the slope of the ground gives 
the building an elevated .appear- 
ance, which enhances its dignity 
and provides an opportunity for a 
raised terrace, approached by two 
flights of steps on the side elevation, 
the bank being planted with shrubs. 

The building is designed to seat 
some 300 persons on one level and 
at the end of the hall opposite the 
stage a raised platform, separated 
from the main hall by solid flower 
boxes, will accommodate a number 
of beds which can be wheeled up 
the ramp of the main entrance. 

From the main entrance, which is 
provided with a marquise, access is 
obtained to the vestibule, which has 
men’s and women’s cloakrooms 
right and left. Three doorways 
lead into the main entrance hall, 
access to the gallery being by a 
staircase leading from the east 
exit lobby. Half way down the left- 
hand side of the hall doors lead to 
a store and a kitchen, left and right 
respectively. At the far end of the

hall is a capacious stage, in con- 
nection with which dressing-rooms 
are conveniently arranged. 


An Open-air Stage. 

An unusual feature of the very 
open plan is the provision of an 
open-air stage beyond the roller 
shutters which form the back of 
the covered stage and having for 
scenery luxuriant yew hedges and 
pine trees. 

The hall is lighted on one side 
by a series of windows 18 ft. high, 
opening at the bottom through 
glazed doors on to a wide terrace 
and giving a view of the main 
lawn of the hospital group, 
situated as it is high above the 
Cheshire plain with what is 
probably the most beautiful aspect 
for 50 miles around. 


Heating and Lighting. 

The artificial lighting’ and heat- 
ing are both by electricity. ~ The 
former is by panel lights in the flat 
ceiling, and the heating by thermo- 
statically eontrolled tubular 
heaters at floor level and speciaily 
designed convgctors in some of the 
piers. The somewhat unusual 
shape of the ceiling is designed to 
enable a current of air to pass 
from outside, through brick venti- 
lators over the windows, and be 
directed by baffles through the 
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FRODSHAM. 


ventilating turret in the roof. The 
vitiated air from the hall is thus 
drawn out through the horizontal 
grids in the ceiling and _ thus 
ensures at all times a clear atmo- 
sphere so necessary in an 
institution for the treatment of 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 


- The Decorative Scheme. 


The interior colour treatment is 
simple, in yellow, cream and tones 
of green and silver. The only 
accentuation is in the _ plum- 
coloured proscenium wall, which 
during the exhibition of a film 
becomes blotted out and _ leaves 
the film to be framed in the 
reflected light of the proscenium 
arch, picked out in silver, black 
and orange. 

The facing bricks from Buckley 
Junction are pointed in a tone of 
yellow-brown down to the _hori- 
zontal bands of the plinth, with 
alternate courses of white cement. 
The large window arches are 
treated frankly with ‘the brick 
coursing carried unbroken over a 
steel. channel lintol painted tur- 
quoise blue. 

The general contractor was Mr. 
Harry Fairclough, of Warrington, 
and the sub-contractors included: 
Rae Metal Casements, Liverpool, 
metal windows; and General Elec- 
tric Co., London, electric fittings.

Tue new public baths for Preston 
Corporation, erected at a cost of 
£54,000, are situate in Saul-street, and 
have frontages to Saul- and Walker- 
streets, the main entrance to the 
building being in Saul-street. 

The following facilities are  pro- 
vided: (a) large swimming pond, 
100 ft. by 42 ft. by 3ft. 6in. to 9ft. 
deep; (6) small swimming pond, 60 ft. 
by d0ft. by 3ft. 6in. to 6ft. deep; 
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THE ENTRANCE, SAUL STREET. 


(c) 40 slipper baths (20 male and 20 
female); (d) card or whist room; (e) 
stage for plays and concerts fitted with 
complete lighting points and _prosce- 
nium curtains; (f) tea room; (g) staff 
rooms; (/) filtration room; (t) boiler 
room, bunkers, etc.; (7) ‘‘ Zotofoam ”’ 
baths; (%) all necessary offices, lava- 
tories, etc.; and (l) establishment 
laundry. 

In the scheme a gallery is provided

capable of seating approximately 400 
and having standing room for a 
further 200 people, and so designed 
that all may have a view of the whole 
of the surface of the ponds. Both 
ponds will be available for swimming 
during the summer months, but in 
winter the large pond will be covered 
over with a spring dance-floor and will 
be used as a public hall for meetings, 
dances, and presentation of stage plays, 
etc. The small pond will be available 
for swimming the whole year through. 
The establishment laundry is capable 
of dealing with the whole of the towels 
and costumes, etc., from the three 
open-air pools in the borough, which 
function only during the summer 
months. 


The large pond, 100 ft. by 42 ft. wide 
and 3ft. 6in. deep at the shallow end, 
slopes straight to 7ft., then falls to a 
depth of 9ft. at a point 18ft. from 
the other end, where there is a rise 
giving a depth of 6ft. 6in. The pool 
is constructed of reinforced concrete, 
the sides and ends having a maximum 
thickness of 9in. and the bottom 6 in.., 
the bottom slab being designed to span 
concrete sleeper walls independent of 
the subsoil on which was laid during 
construction a 3-in. concrete mat to 
allow of clean and accurate assembly 
of the reinforcement. The whole of the 
inside surfaces of the ponds are ren- 
dered in }$-in. Portland cement and 
sand with an admixture of waterproof- 
ing compound. All the surfaces are 
then lined with glazed faience in 12 in. 
by Qin. by Lin. tiles of an “‘ off-white ’’ 
colour, marked in lines of green faience 
6in. wide for swimming races and polo. 
The edging to the walkway is of 
matt finished faience of a chequer non- 
slip pattern, the walkways proper 
being carried out in ‘‘ Durogrip”’ 
ceramic mosaic of a_ special non-slip 
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surface. The one channel. surround-

The small pond is similarly designed 
and constructed except that the size is 
60ft. by 30ft. by Sft. Gin. to 6 ft, 
deep. The pond ladders are placed in 
recesses in the bath sides in order that 
there shall be no projection. 

In the large pond a diving stage is 
provided comprising 1 metre (5 ft. 3 in.} 
springboard, 5 metre (9 ft. 9 in.) spring- 
board, 14 ft. fixed board, and a water- 
chute. In the small pond a spring- 
board is provided with a top board of 
3 metres (9ft. Qin.) height. Both 
diving stages are constructed of mild 
steel angles, and, in the case of the 
large pond, the whole staging is capable 
of complete removal. The galleries 
about the large pond and at the deep 
end of the small pond are constructed 
in reinforced concrete, allowing two 
tiers of seating space and standing 
space about 4ft. wide behind. The 
seats and backs are all in terrazzo, 
having an insertion of rubber 1 in. wide 
fixed in adhesive composition. 

The slipper-bath cubicles are all of 
4 in. thick terrazzo slab, polished both 
sides, with cove skirting and foot and 
terrazzo capping, the capping arranged 
to pass over all door openings. Electric 
bells are fitted in each cubicle, and 
baths in each range are fitted for 
‘** Zotofoam,”’ the adjoining cubicle in 
each case being arranged for resting 
and cooling. 

The ventilation generally is natural, 
by means of opening windows, with 
the exception of the two plunge halls 
which are provided with extract ce 
working in the roof voids and trunke 

ae to grilles in the ceiling laylight.

“ Moopa Court,’ Brixton Hill, is a block of 
69 se!f-contained flats, letting at 25s., 27s 6d., 
30s.. and 35s. per week, inclusive of rates, 
taxes, and water and gas appliances. The 
puildiag is of reinforced concrete construc- 
tion encased with brickwork, external walls 
being 11 in. hollow for the full height of 
69 ft., and faced with Daneshill bricks. The 
string course below the cornice is in artificial 
stone finished eggshell polished, while the 
cornice is of reinforced concrete construction 
finished in “ Snow-crete.”’ 


All windows are metal in wood surrounds, 
and the glass to these has a sand-blasted 
margin all round. The floors of the main 
hall and corridors are finished in’ white 
terrazzo, as is also the main staircase, which 
has wrought-iron balustrading and chromium 
handrail. The heating of the entrance hall 
and corridors is. by inset panel heaters, while 
the living-rooms and bedrooms of these flats 
are heated by gas fires. Hot water is pro- 
vided by an ‘‘Ascot’’ heater in each flat. 
The lighting to the main hall and corridors 
is by automatic lighting, operated from the 
roof. A public telephone box is provided 
for the tenants, and also there are provided 
six pram lock-ups on each floor for the use 
of the tenants having prams. The manage- 
ment of the flats is on personal lines and 
there is no collector of rents, but each tenant 
brings his or her own rent to the office. 


The contractors were Messrs. Thomas 
Clements and Sons, Ltd., of Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, and among the specialists and sub- 
contractors were: Wrought-iron work to 
staircase and railings, Allen and Greaves, 
Ltd.; wrought-iron balconies and entrance 
doors, Bayliss, Jones and Bayliss, Ltd.;

CENTRE HEALTH CLINIC COMPETITION, BILSTON 
THE WINNERS’ REPORT 


COMPETITION NEWs 


Centre Health Clinic, Bilston. 
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THE award in this open competition 
(Mr. William T. Benslyn, F.R.I.B.A., 
assessor) is given on this page, and the 
designs placed first and second are illus- 
trated on pages 1183-5. Following is the 
substance of the report on the scheme of 
the winners, Messrs. E. D. Lyons, L. 
Israel, and C. H. Elsom, AA.R.I.B.A. 

The scheme is neat and workable, pre- 
senting a simple open plan, essential to a 
building of this nature. The placing of 
the building on the site provides easy 
access from all directions. The approach 
road constructed at the rear prevents the 
infringement of the lighting of the inter- 
nal rooms of the clinic by any possible 
building develcpment on the adjoining 
propertfes, and gives separate approach 
for perambulators from all streets. 

The main entrance has been placed at 
the most logical position—namely, on the 
axial line of the junction of Proud’s-lane 
and Wellington-road, arrived at by a path 
linking these thoroughfares. 

The placing of the caretaker’s house at 
the north-west corner of the site completes 
the composition of the scheme, and places 
the secondary entrances under complete 
observation. All external entrances com- 
municate and can be controlled from the 
main waiting-hall, which forms the focal 
point of the building. Surrounding this 
room are the various departments of the 
clinic, and the waiting patients have im- 
mediate access to the respective surgeries. 

The waiting-hall overlooks and commu- 
nicates with a large courtyard, which, in 
addition to providing a pleasant outlook, 
and preserving the openness of the plan- 
ning, allows the perambulator shelter to 
be under complete control and observation 
from the inside of the clinic. The sur- 
geries have been arranged so that if neces- 
sary, a screen could be placed to divide 
the waiting-hal]l to allow separate waiting 
accommodation for school children and 
‘ infants; a scheme frequently adopted in 
welfare clinics. Provision has been made 
for a possible future extension of this 
«clinic, by allowing for building in the 
courtyard adjoining the waiting-hall. This 
will provide additional surgeries, with 
direct access for the waiting patients 
without interfering with the existing clinic 
rooms. 

A separate external access has been pro- 
vided to the ante-natal waiting-room. 
‘This room contains two dressing-cubicles 
and a separate lavatory. The ante-natal 
room which communicates with this wait- 
jng-room is adjacent to, and can be entered 
from, the doctor’s room. 

The doctor’s room is provided with a 
private lavatory. In addition to having 
access to the ante-natal room it com- 
‘municates with the weighing room from 
a private waiting-room. The weighing 
room is entered and controlled from the 
-waiting-hall. 

The minor ailments room has been 
placed near the toddlers’ lavatory, and the 
ultra violet ray room. All these surgeries, 
in addition to the spare room, are entered 
by the patients from the waiting-room. 

Adjoining the entrance lobby is the 
patients’ lavatory, which is controlled and 
accessible from the waiting-room. The 
ophthalmic surgery is of the specified 
length of 20 ft. and has a small dark-room 
adjoining. Waiting patients can enter 
this room from the main hall. 

The foodstore, foodsales, kitchen, and 
clerical are all adjoining, and under single 
supervision. Direct. service: for teas and 
the sale of food is provided to the 
patients from the waiting-hall. 


The dentist’s room gives direct access to 
waiting patients; the recovery room ad- 
joining the surgery allows patients, after 
receiving treatment, to leave the building 
without passing through the main wait- 
ing-hall. 

The health visitor’s and staff room is 
conveniently placed away from the sur- 
geries of the clinic, in order to prevent 
disturbing the circulation and preserve 
privacy. This room has the advantage of 
separate external access. 

The external walls will be built of brick 
to statutory thickness in hydrolised lime 
mortar erected on concrete foundations. 
All damp-proof courses will be of asphalt. 
Cavity walls will be ventilated with 
terra-cotta air bricks. The roof to be con- 
structed of painted fir joists and deal 
boarding treated with Solignum, covered 
with boards to receive asphalt laid to falls 
on a felt underlay. All-wood roof will be 
ventilated with metal vents in soffite of 
overhanging cornice. 

The ground-floor will be of concrete re- 
inforced with B.R.C. fabric on hardcore, 
finished with cement screed. All eaves 
gutters to be of cast-iron. The perambu- 
lator shelter to be constructed of oak up- 
rights supporting a roof constructed of 
fir joists, deal-boarded, screeded to receive 
asphalt laid to falls on a felt underlay. 
The walls of the shelter to be formed of 
close mesh wire grilles in metal frames, 
painted. 

The approach road and paths, etc., sur- 
rounding the building to be tarmac laid 
on hardcore foundation. Kerbs to flower- 
beds, lawns, ete., to be of brick. 

The elevations have been designed to 
avoid elaborajte and ‘unnecessary orna- 
ment, relying on good selection of 
materials and correct proportion. The 
external walls will be of selected hand- 
made facing bricks, flush pointed with 
recesses to receive flower-boxes at cill- 
level. The windows will be in metal of 
the hopper type of construction, kept 
above the eye-level to prevent observation 
from outside into the surgeries of the 
clinic. 

The reveals and walls of the windows 
above the cill-level of the ground-floor 
will be faced with turquoise blue faience 
tiles. The soffite of the. overhanging 
wood cornice will be cement rendered and 
painted. The reveals of the main entrance 
doorway will be in faience, the hood in 
concrete painted with concrete paint. The 
main doors to be in hardwood, painted. 

Walls.—The walls to all the clinic 
rooms, corridors, etc., to be in Keenes 
plaster painted. The walls to waiting-hall 
to have a cork dado 4 ft. 6 in. high; above 
this level the walls will be of sound- 
absorbent wall-boards. The walls to lava- 
tories and kitchen will be of Keenes 
cement above a 4-ft. tile dado. The ceilings 
will generally be of ‘‘ Kalime”’ plaster 
on an insulating fibreboard, to receive 
paint. All floors will be of linoleum on 
cement screed, except the lavatories and 
kitchen, which will be of quarry tiles. 
All corners to walls, skirtings, etc., will be 
finished with coves to avoid dust-traps.

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EFFLORESCENCE AND STAINING ON 
BRICKWORK 


ORIGIN, PREVENTION AND TREATMENT*

test applicable 


the causes of efflorescence and staining on brickwork and a simple efflorescence 
to bricks are described. Methods of avoiding efflorescence in new construction 


and of treating it in existing structures are discussed, specifications of suitable mortars being 


given. Finally, 


staining due to metallic corrosion, mould growths and to lime leached from 


associated concrete lintels, cement renderings (a very frequent source of staining), etc., is discussed. 


Basic Definitions. ; 

Efflorescence.—Originally a chemical 
term, the word “‘ efflorescence has been 
adopted by architects and builders in 
recent years to describe the thin incrusta- 
tions, usually white in colour, which 
occasionally appear during dry spells 
upon some brickwork surfaces. In some 
districts these incrustations are still 
referred to by an older title—i.e., wall- 
nitre or wall-saltpetre, a_ description 
which is only strictly applicable to a 
rare type of brickwork efflorescence, 
occurring on certain soils, and only then 
in the absence or failure of the damp- 
proof course. 

Staining —True staining on brickwork 
differs from efflorescence in that it is 
permanent and does not, like efflores- 
cence, dissolve and disappear when the 
brickwork is wetted: staining, moreover, 
has usually a different origin and mode 
of formation. 


1.—-EFFLORESCENCE. 


(a) Nature and Mode of Formation. 

All efflorescence consists of crystals of 
water-soluble salts which are transported 
by moisture through pores in the brick- 
work to zones of evaporation, where the 
moisture evaporates, leaving behind the 
erystals in the form of an incrustation. 
Since they are preferentially deposited at 
zones of maximum evaporation they tend 
to appear on exterior surfaces during 
spells of drying winds following rains. 
Because they are soluble, such exterior 
incrustations, unless they are present in 
great excess or are being continuously 
fed into the brickwork, are usually 
washed away into the ground by rains, 
and disappear during the early life of the 
structure, and may therefore be regarded 
as a sort of harmless infantile teething 
rash, of which the white efflorescence 
which sometimes appears on the exterior 
walls of modern structures built in Stock 
bricks is a typical example. During the 
drying out of a building, however, such 
soluble salts may also be deposited on the 
interior surfaces,.or on the brickwork 
surface itself, where the latter is used, as 
ls &@ Modern architectural tendency, as a 
self-decorative finish. The implications 
of this aspect of the problem are 
discussed in detail later. 


_The salts most commonly encountered 
as efflorescence are the sulphates of 
magnesium, sodium and calcium, of 
which, in general, the first may be con- 
sidered as potentially the most dangerous, 
and the latter least dangerous. Under 
special circumstances nitrates (the wall- 
nitre already mentioned) may also 
occur in efflorescences, and, in chemical 
factories and stores, etc., other chemicals 
may give rise to similar crystalline 
deposits. The white incrustations which 
so frequently mar brickwork beneath pre- 
cast lintels. and copings, etc., are almost 
Insoluble in water, and therefore are to 


be ranked as stains. (Vide Section II.— 
Staining.) 


tee 
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(b) Sources of Water-soluble Efflorescing 
Salts. 

Soluble salts may be derived from any 
one of the following external and internal 
sources :— 

1. ExTernat Sources.—(a) The Ground. 
—Practically all soils contain a propor- 
tion of soluble salts, which, in the normal 
damp state of the soil, are in solution in 
the soil moisture. Now most building 
materials (other than metals and bitu- 
minous substances) are porous bodies, 
the capillary properties of which give rise 
to the phenomenon known as absorption. 
As a result, unless a layer of impervious 
material, i.e., a damp-proof course, be 
interposed as close to the ground line as 
possible, walls will tend to become 
saturated with ground moisture carrying, 
in solution, soluble salts derived from 
the soil. Under the action of drying 
winds these salt solutions will be continu- 
ously drawn up (just like oil up a burning 
wick) and the salts left as crystalline 
deposits on the surface where evapora- 
tion is taking place. Rain will serve 
mainly to transport these salts back to 
the soil in the vicinity of the footings, 
whence they will be retransported up the 
walls, in which they will tend to accumu- 
late. Since the pore characteristics of 
the lime mortars in which practically all 
brickwork was laid up, prior to the 
general adoption of damp-proof courses, 
are more favourable to rapid evaporation 
than those of most bricks, these salt 
deposits crystallised out preferentially at 
the weather faces of the joints and the 
disintegrating effect of such crystallisa- 
tion was focused on the replaceable point- 
ing, and the bricks remain unharmed. 
The lamentable destructive effect on the 
bricks of repointing or repairing such 
old brickwork with a dense cement 
mortar, which deflects the crystallisa- 
tion to the brick surface, is illustrated 
by the accompanying photograph (Fig. 1) 
reproduced by the courtesy of the 
Director of Building Research. 

The entry of such salts, and, of course,

of ground moisture is entirely eliminated 
by the modern practice of introducing 
adequate damp-proof courses into all 
walls rising from ground level, and, pro- 
vided due attention is paid to the choice 
of a resistant type of brick for brickwork 
below d.p.c. level, particularly sleeper 
and party walls beneath anti-dry-rot 
ventilated floors, trouble due to soil salts 
is nowadays unlikely. 


(b) SotusLte MarTertats Strorep or 
DEpositED AGAINST BrickworK.—Ofien 
these sources cannot be guarded against 
by the architect or the builder, except 
where the purpose of the building is 
known beforehand. Thus efflorescences 
may be induced in properly damp-proof 
course walls by householders who pile up 
garden beds or rockeries against walls, 
by the storage of fertilisers, or stocks of 
other chemicals against unprotected 
brickwork, in factories using chemicals, 
by leakages from pipe lines, vats or 
pumping plant handling solutions of salts 
such as lyes, hypo, etec., and in rudi- 
mentary conveniences where coatings of 
tar are relied upon for vertical drainage 
purposes. It is in these last structures 
and in old garden walls surrounded by 
heavily manured ground that the nitrates, 
already mentioned as representing the 
true “ wall-nitre,’ form an appreciable 
part of the efflorescence observed. 


2. INTERNAL Sources.—The Mortar.— 
Mortars are very frequent sources of 
soluble salts, particularly if rich and 
dense, containing either a high propor- 
tion of Portland cement or very highly 
hydraulic lime (i.e., lime obtained by 
burning limestones containing large pro- 
portions of clay), or salt-polluted aggre- 
gates (i.e., unwashed sea-sand, types of 
clinker or furnace ash containing appre- 
ciable amounts of sulphur compounds, 
etc.). 


As already indicated in the previous 
section, whether such salts remain in 
the mortar joints or pass into .the 
brick to be deposited on the brick 
faces will depend on the _ pore 
characteristics of the two materials. 
Hence, where a dense (say, 1:3) Portland 
cement mortar is used, such salts are 
transported to the brick faces, whereas 
with substantially high lime mortars, 
such as the black mortars (lime and 
furnace ash) used in Northern England 
and the cement-gauged lime mortars 
widely used by informed builders to-day, 
their pore characteristics are usually such 
as to retain the soluble salts and thus to 
prevent efflorescence. The accompanying

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photograph (Fig. 2), reproduced by 
courtesy of the Director of Building 
Research, illustrates a case of efflores- 
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cence on burnt clay building blocks, 
which seems clearly to be associated with 
the cement mortar used. Marked efflores- 
eence is seen (X) around a steel beam 
bedded in with cement mortar and (Y) 
along a line coinciding with an exterior 
cement fillet running down the abutment 
of the wall with an adjoining sloping 
roof. 

(ob) The Brick.—All reputable manufac- 
turers pay great attention to the selection 
and periodical testing of their raw clays, 
and invariably reject as unsuitable for 
brick production raw clays containing 
appreciable amounts of soluble salts. 
However, owing to the fact that all fuels 
contain some proportion of sulphur, the 
hot fuel gases used to burn the bricks 
usually contain a proportion of 
sulphurous gases which, during the early 
stages of the firing, tend to combine with 
bases (such as lime, potash, soda and 
magnesia) present in the clays to form 
the corresponding sulphates. At the 
higher temperatures corresponding to the 
*“‘ full heat ’’ necessary for the production 
of adequately fired brick, these salts, 
whether present as traces in the raw 
clay or formed at lower temperatures, 
tend to break down again, and the 
sulphurous components are driven off 
again. The following graph (Fig. 3) 
represents the total soluble sulphates 
present in specimens of two different 
clays (one, Clay P, somewhat calcareous 
(limey) relative to the other, Clay C) 
when fired up to certain temperatures 
in atmospheres (1) free from (2) con- 
taining sulphurous gases. The curves 
have been constructed from experimental

It will be seen that the hard-fired class 
of brick which the brickmaker markets 
for facing work will contain but a 
minimum amount of soluble salts and 
the chances of efflorescence are small, 
such as does occur being washed away 
for good during the first wet season. It 
is only the underfired brick that is likely 
to give rise to excessive efflorescence, 
and in all reputable brickyards they are 
sorted out and either discarded or only 
sold for interior work about ground level, 
where, once the structure has dried out, 
the moist conditions necessary to trans- 
port the salts are not likely to arise.

Testing Bricks for liability to Efflorescence, 

It is a relatively simple matter to get 
a comparative idea of the liability of a 
brick to cause marked efflorescence, Two

or three bricks representative of the con- 
signment are stood on end in distilled* 
water contained in separate shallow ves. 
sels (¢.g., enamelled pie dishes or glass 
dishes) (see Fig. 4) and left exposed in a 
moderately dry room (ordinary office or 
living-room conditions are suitable) for 
five to seven days, replenishing the dis- 
tilled* water if necessary from time to 
time. According as the brick is of more or 
less open texture, water will be drawn 
up to the upper end of the brick where it 
will evaporate, leaving behind as an efflor- 
escence any salts present in the brick. 
Some experience in judging the results is 
necessary, and it is recommended that in 
making tests on an unknown brick, com- 
parative tests should be carried out at 
the same time with bricks of a similar 
type whose behaviour as regards efflores- 
cence in practice is already known. In 
general it may be said that (1) any faint 
blooms, as distinct from heavy deposits, 
may be disregarded, since in practice 
such faint blooms will either (a) be pre- 
ferentially deposited in the mortar if the 
latter be not too impervious (see next 
section) or (b) be washed away for good 
by the first heavy rains, and (2) the 
harder fired the brick, the less likely 18 
efflorescence to appear, since hard firing 
not only tends to destroy the salts, but 
also causes vitrification, which seals UP 
the pores and hence stops moisture move

a. construction of new brickwork obser- 
vance of the following major precautions 
will serve either to eliminate efflorescence 
entirely from exterior walls or to limit its 
occurrence to a fleeting initial appearance 
during the first drying period of the 
structure, from which it will be removed 
for good by the first series of heavy 
rains :— 
(a) The use of mortar of suitable tex- 
ture and containing little or no soluble 


salts ; 

(b) The use of a hard-fired brick as 
sold by all reputable manufacturers for 
facing work. The conjoint adoption of 
the hard-fired brick ” with a suitable 
mortar will operate to eliminate efflor- 
escence not only because both compon- 
ents of the brickwork contain a 
minimum amount of salts, but also 
because the relative pore characteristics 
of the brick and mortar will be such 
that evaporation will take preferentially 
from the joints, so that such salts as are 
in the brickwork will collect therein 
rather than appear as an efflorescence 
on the bricks. 

Further major precautions, viz. :— 

(c) The introduction in all walls 
rising from ground level of an adequate 
damp-proof course to stop off all ground 
moisture and attendant salts; 


(d) The proper covering of the work 
at nights and during rain, in order to 
exclude the entry of superfluous water, 
which will not only delay drying out, 
but-will also facilitate solution of salts 
and hence possible efflorescence and 
staining; are nowadays such universal 
practice as scarcely to need mention. 


As already indicated, for general pur- 
poses a mortar in which lime constitutes 
the bulk of the cementitious component 
is preferable to a cement mortar. Besides 
possessing favourable pore characteristics, 
such high-lime mortars bond better with 
the bricks to form watertight brickwork, 
and are not liable to the formation of 
those post-setting shrinkage cracks be- 
tween brick and mortar which occur so 
frequently in brickwork laid up in cement 
mortar. 


_As_is shown by the tests reported 
in Building Research Board Report 
for 1934, pp. 117-120, certain classes 
of such high-lime mortars are ade- 
quately strong for even large struc- 
tures.t The data given in the above- 
mentioned Report serve to show that 
some 80 per cent. (by volume): of the 
cement in a 1:3 Portland cement mortar 
can be replaced by an equal volume of 
slaked lime or lime putty without reduc- 
ing the pier strength of brickwork laid up 
In such 1 cementitious material: 3 sand 
mortar by more than 20 per cent. Since 
the load-bearing capacity of brickwork is 
usually many times greater than is re- 
— to carry normal working loads, 
‘here 1s everything to be saidt for the 
general adoption of such high-lime mor-

Ingredients for suitable high-lime mortars. 

(a) CEMENT-GAUGED LIME MORTARS (PRO- 
PORTIONS BY VOLUME).—(1) For small 
domestic construction—$ slaked lime or 
lime putty : 4 Portland cement : 3 to 4 
clean sand or other inert aggregate. « (2) 
For multiple-story construction—2/3 to 
1/2 slaked lime : 1/3 to 1/2 Portland 
cement : 3 clean sand or other inert 
aggregate. 

(6) MODERATELY HYDRAULIC LIME MOR- 
tars.—Hydraulic limes result from the 
burning of limestones that contain a pro- 
portion of clay materials, which, during 
the burning process, combine with the 
lime to form hydraulic compounds similar 
in character to those which give 
hydraulic powers to Portland cement, 
which is itself made by burning together 
definite proportions of limestone and clay. 
According to the proportion of clay 
present the resultant lime will be more 
or less hydraulic, more usually termed as 
“ eminently’? and ‘“‘moderately”  hy- 
drautie. “As an alternative to the arti- 
ficial mixes given in (a) above, the 
moderately hydraulic limes may be used 
in the 1:3 or 4 mortars, the eminently 
hydraulic limes being rather less suitable 
owing to their liability to contain appreci- 
able amounts of soluble salts. 

(c) LIME-ASH MORTARS, ‘‘ BLACK ’”’ MOR- 
TARS AND LIME-CRUSHED BRICK (OR TILE) 
MORTARS.—Mortars made: (1) by grinding 
and slaking the mixture of fuel-ash plus 
quicklime which constitute the residues 
left when a lime-kiln is emptied; (2) by 
mixing lime with crushed brick or tile 
bats; or (3) by mixing lime with well- 
weathered furnace ash (the so-called 
“black”? mortars), normally develop 
strength but slowly, compared with the 
cement-gauged lime mortars. They are 
therefore only suitable for moderate load- 
bearing construction. In the case of the 
‘black’ (furnace ash) mortars, more- 
over, there is always the danger that 
sulphur compounds may still be present 
(even after some weathering) which may 
later give rise to efflorescing sulphates. 


Interior Efflorescence. 

Whilst observance of the precautions 
already outlined will reduce the liability 
to efflorescence to a minimum, neverthe- 
less there remains the problem of hand- 
ling even minimum efflorescence on 
interior brickwork, the high decorative 
value of which is being widely exploited 
nowadays as an interior finish. With 
such interior decorative brickwork there 
are no subsequent rains to wash away any 
efflorescence which may appear, often pre- 
ferentially, under certain weather con- 
ditions when evaporation takes place 
more easily in the sheltered interior of a 
building than from the exterior walls. 

Two ways of dealing with this problem 
seem possible: (1) to let the efflorescence 
develop for as long as possible and then 
to remove it by dry wire brushing; or (2) 
to reverse the evaporation gradient initi- 
ally, so that evaporation takes place 
preferentially from the exterior face of 
the wall. 

This reversal might be conveniently 
attained by applying a suitable colour- 
less waterproofer to the interior to stifle 
evaporation on the interior, transferring 
such soluble salts as are present to the 
exterior walls, where rains will quickly 
wash them away. Whilst no published 
information on this second method is 
available, it is understood that it is being 
experimentally investigated by members 
of the brick industry. 





Efflorescence in existing construction. 


Efflorescence in existent brickwork is a 
much more difficult problem to tackle, 
since experience has shown that, where 
bricks of reasonable quality have been 
used, persistent efflorescence is usually 
traceable to failure or absence of the 
damp-proof course, or to the seepage into 
the brickwork of salt-laden moisture via 
rockeries, leaky chemical piping, or the 
stacking of soluble chemicals against un- 
protected brickwork. The steps best 
taken in these cases, after location and 
blockage of the point of ingress of the 
salts, is to dry wire-brush off all the exis- 
tent incrustation and then periodically 
hose down the brickwork during dry 
periods. 

STAINING. 

The. various stains, that is, insoluble 
deposits as distinct from incrustations of 
soluble salts, are conveniently divided 
into five broad groups, thus :— 

(1) Those derived from  corrodible 
metals embedded in the brickwork, e.v., 
iron and copper, the former giving rise to 
brown, the latter to bluish green streaks. 
Both are somewhat difficult to deal with 
although the stains, if not too ingrained, 
can be removed by washing with dilute 
hydrochloric acid (dilute spirits of salts) 
followed by copious water, and in the case 
of iron by the application of a coating to 
stop further corrosion, an expedient un- 
necessary in the case of copper, which 
after the initial staining period normally 
develops a permanent insoluble non- 
staining patina. 

(2) Certain clays used in brickmaking 
contain traces of vanadium minerals 
which, when dissolved, have a strong 
colouring power. This colouring matter 
sometimes leaches out to the surfaces of 
light-coloured bricks made from such 
clays to produce what many consider a 
not unpleasant green staining on the brick 
face, somewhat reminiscent of moss 
growth. This effect is, however, quite 
rare, and owing to its resemblance to moss 
it is frequently considered an advantage 
rather than a blemish. 

(3) Brown rust-like streaks which show 
up on light-coloured bricks or pointing are 
met with on occasions. These stains may 
be derived from either of two sources:— 
(2) the sand or other aggregate used in 
the mortar, if it be contaminated with 
appreciable amounts of ferruginous (iron- 
containing) material, as in certain rust- 
coloured, unwashed pit sands, etc.; or (6) 
from the action of the oxygen in the air 
on traces of soluble iron compounds 
which are produced in certain types of 
kiln-flashed purplish, antique or multi- 
colour bricks by the reducing conditions 
employed during the firing process to 
attain the desired colorations. 

Stains arising from source (a) are likely 
to be persistent and almost irremediable, 
but are, of course, normally avoidable by 
using only washed sand or, in the case 
of furnace ash, by adequate weathering. 
The staining of light-coloured pointing by 
the iron compounds derived from source 
(b), the ‘“‘ reduced” flashed brick, is 
avoidable by adherence to the orthodox 
time schedule for pointing, viz., the post- 
ponement of that operation until the 
brickwork is complete, by which time 
much of the action of the atmosphere on 
the traces of soluble iron compounds will 
be complete and the resultant “ rust” 
stain will have been “ fixed” by the mor- 
tar, where it will be subsequently covered 
by the pointing. 

(4). Another cause of staining is due 
to the growth of lichens, mosses and 
moulds. Such vegetation, if not too

copious, is often considered eesthetically 
desirable, especially on :matured brick- 
work, but when it appears as localised 
dark vertical streaks below cills, etc., on 
new structures, as in Fig. 5, it cannot: be 
so regarded. Cases of rapid development 
of such ‘staining are usually traceable to 
the infection of either the stone or pre- 
cast lintels with moulds picked up from 
damp. vegetable packing or curing 
materials (straw, sacks, ‘etc.), or, in the 
ease of..imported .bricks, from mould 
growths present in ship -holds, barges, 
ete. Anothér possible mode of mould 
infection lies in stacking. bricks or 
associated material on soil- instead of 
clear of the ground. A possible method 
of treatment of this organic growth is to 
scrape and dry wire-brush off the growth 
during hot; dry weather, followed by the 
brush application to the infected area of 
a solution of phenol or other chemical 
such as copper solution § described in 
Notes from the Information Bureau of 
the Building Research Station: LXXXII, 
April. 1987. 

§ Prepared by stirring into 2 gallons of waiter

CHARTERED SURVEYORS’ 


69th ANNUAL REPORT. 


Fottowine are extracts from the 69th 
annual report of the Council of this Institu- 
tion, presented at the annual general meeting 
held om Monday :— 

Membership.—The statistics of member- 
ship at May, 1937, are: Fellows, 2,897; pro- 
fessional associates, 3,928; ordinary asso- 
ciates, 34; probationers, 1,290; and 
students, 308—making a total of 8,457; with 
honorary members (36); colonial fellows (122), 
and women house property managers (45), a 
grand total is arrived at of 8,660. 

Appointments Register.—During: the past 
year 192 vacancies have been - notified to 
the Register. Many of the appointments 
were of a temporary nature, but. there has 
been an advance in the number of employers 
requiring permanent assistants. The demand 
for architectural and quantity surveyor assist- 
ants has exceeded the supply, and there has 
also been am expansion in the number of 
requests for valuation assistants. : 

The Standing and Special Committees.—

(5) White staining frequently occurs 
beneath precast concrete copings, lintels, 
eills, etc., beneath brick cills laid up in 
dense cement mortar, and on the face of 
brick parapets the inner face of which 
has been cement rendered. This staining 
is caused by the leaching out of the lime 
from the cement, which lime is carried 
in solution together with such soluble 
salts as are present in the cement, to the 
more easily dried brickwork face. After 
deposition there it is turned to an in- 
soluble white calcium carbonate (akin to 
limestone) by the carbon dioxide, always 
present in the air. The only treatment of 
this stain is to wash it off periodically 
during a dry period with dilute spirits of 
salts followed immediately by copious 
hosing down. 


Of the types of staining described, that 
due to the leaching out of lime from 
cement products is the most frequently 
encountered, and probably accounts for 
the tendency of many architects to revert 
to non-leaching burnt-clay products for 
copings, lintels, cills, ete. That due to 
metallic corrosion is obviously avoidable 
by due attention to constructional detail.

THE WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Housing Statistics. 

Mr. Barr asked the Minister of Health 
what was the total number of houses, ag for 
England and Wales, completed with State 
assistance from 1919 up to 31st March, 1937 
or the last available date; and the total 
amount of State subsidy paid in respect 
thereof. 

Sm K. Woop said that the total number 
of houses completed ‘by private enterprise 
in England and Wales with State assistance 
from 1919 up to March 31, 1937, was 423,723. 
From 1919 up to March 31, 1936, local hous- 
ing authorities in England and Wales com- 
pleted 829,851 houses with State assistance, 
and during the year ended March 3, 
1937, they completed a further 71,029 houses, 
A small proportion of these houses did not 
specifically attract a subsidy, but owing to 
the pooling arrangements brought about by 
the Housing Act, 1935, all houses now pro- 
vided by a local housing authority shared 
in any State assistance given to that 
authority in respect of their houses. The 
total amount of State subsidy paid in respect 
of the houses from 1919 up to March 31, 
1937, was £178,715,463. 


Exchequer Grants. 

Mr. Ruys Davies asked the Minister ol 
Health whether he had now considered the 
resolution passed by the local authorities of 
Lancashire and Cheshire, who met in Man- 
chester on April 28, 1937, asking for Ex- 
chequer contributions towards solving the 
housing problem ; and whether he would state 
the decision arrived at. 

Sm K. Woop said that he was aware of 
the terms of the resolution referred to and 
would take them into consideration when 
reviewing the position as regards future sub- 
sidies for both slum clearance and _ over- 
crowding purposes. That review fell to be 
made after October 1 next. 


Welsh Housing. 

In answer to Mr. J.Grirrirus SirK. Woop 
said that 4,300 houses were included in the 
slum clearance programmes of the Welsh 
rural authorities and that 1,339 replacement 
houses had been approved, of which over 700 
had been completed. A further 386 houses 
had been approved for the abatement of over- 
crowding and for general needs. His De- 
partment was continually watching the pro- 
gress of the clearance programme with 4 
view to expediting it where possible. 


Munster Square, Regent’s Park. 

In reply to Mr. Geoffrey Mander, Mr. 
Morrison said that plans for re-develop- 
ment in the area east of Regent’s Park 
between Cumberland Market and Longford 
Street—which included Munster Square— 
would be settled in consultation with the 
Town Planni Depetunens of the London 
County Council and the Crown Lands Ad- 
visory Committee and would ultimately, be 
exhibited in the House for inspection before 
building was commenced. e unders 
that the tenement houses referred to were 
se by a private leaseholder and not 
by John Nash, and were dilapidated and 
many respects out of date as houses to 
lived in. The question whether these oF 
other buildings on the estate ought to be 
reserved on architectural grounds would, 
owever, receive the fullest consideration 
before the plans for development were finally 
settled. 
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THE 1936 FORM OF SUB- 
CONTRAC? FOR BUILDING 


By W.T. CRESWELL, K.C., and NORMAN P.

Clause 4.—Insurance by the Contractor of 
the Sub-Ccntract Works. 


Tus clause replaces Clauses 4 (a) and (b) 
of the 1935 form. It provides that the con- 
tractor must, for his own benefit and that of 
the sub-contractor, insure, and keep insured 
at all material times, for their full value, the 
sub-contract works, against loss or damage by 
fire. The contractor takes the sole risk in the 
matter, including loss or damage to any of 
the sub-contractor’s materials properly on the 
site. Should loss or damage be incurred, as 
above, the contractor must pay the full value 
of the loss or damage to the sub-contractor. 
The clause further provides that the value of 
the subcontract works is the price named in 
or determined by Part III of the schedule, 
while the value of all extras, omissions and 
variations is to be determined in accordance 
with the terms of. the main contract relating 
to authorised extras, omissions or variations. 

The corresponding Clause (4) of the 1935 
form contained the words. ‘‘ until the works. 
are delivered up,’’ though the reference to, 
‘materials properly on the site’’ is not con- 
tained in it. The words of Clause 4 (b) of 
the 1935 form, to the effect that the sub-con- 
tractor is not to be liable to the contractor or 
any other sub-contractor for loss or damage 
by fire to the property of the contractor, etc., 
are rendered unnecessary in the 1936 form, 
as the contractor insures for the benefit of 
himself and the sub-contractor. 


A note is appended to the 1936 form ‘‘ for 
information of users *’ of it. It suggests that 
if the 1936 form is used in connection with 
the 1931 form of building contract, sub- 
contractors would be wise to see whether the 
alternative clause 17 (b) of the main contract 


* has been adopted, for under that clause it is 


provided that the existing structures and the 
contract works are at the sole risk of the 
employer, as regards loss or damage by fire. 
If the building owner (employer) is not a 
man of substance, a serious fire on the works 
might result in his bankruptcy, with the 
result that the contractor would have to bear 
his own loss as well as that of the sub-con- 
tractor under the form now under review. 
The warning is therefore given that where in 
the main contract the alternative Clause 17 (b) 
of the 1931 form is adopted. the contractor 
should satisfy himself (and his sub-contrac- 
tors) that the employer (building owner) is 
sufficiently covered by his insurance. 


Clause 5.—Variations, etc., of the Sub- 
Contract Works. 
_This clause replaces Clause 4 (c) (‘‘ Varia- 
tions’’) of the 1935 form. It provides that 
should the contractor require or authorise in 
writing any variation of or omission from the 
sub-contract works, or issue in writing to the 
sub-contractor any instructions of ‘the archi- 
tect relating to the sub-contract works,’ the 
sub-contractor must comply with and carry 
out the requirements or instructions. It 
further provides that no variation of or 
omission from, alteration or modification of, 
the sub-contract works can be made or 
allowed _by the sub-contractor except as 
above. viz., in writing. This is substantially 
the effect of Clause 4 (c) of the 1935 form, 
though the wording at the end of Sub-Clause 
(b) of Clause 5 of the 1936 form suggests 
definiteness. It is presumed that the provi- 
Sions of the clause in the new form might 
be satisfied by the contractor issuing to the 
sub-contractor a copy of the architect’s writ- 
ran instructions, as provided in the 1935 


Clause 6.—Completion of the Sub-Con‘ract 
_ Works. 


- clause replaces Clause. 4 .(d) of the 
‘form.. It provides that after signing the 
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sub-contract, and within seven days of receiv- 
ing a written notice from the contractor, the 
sub-contractor must with all reasonable dis- 
patch proceed to execute and complete the 
sub-contravt works, or sections of them, within 
the time or times specified in Part II of the 
schedule. The words of the 1935- form are 
“upon accepting the contract,’ but the dif- 
ference is a mere matter of words. The 
subject-matter of the remainder of Clause 
4 (d) of the 1935 form is contained in the 
present clause in the form of a proviso. It 
provides that the sub-contractor must pay to 
the contractor any damage or loss suffered or 
incurred by the latter which is caused by or 
due to the sub-contractor’s failure to complete 
as above. As regards this damage or loss, the 
contractor must at the earliest opportunity 
give reasonable notice to the sub-contractor 
that it is being suffered, unless it is within 
the reasonable contemplation of the sub- 
contractor. But if the failure to complete is 
due to the contractor requiring or authorising 
(in writing) any variations of or omissions 
from the sub-contract works (Clause 5 (a) and 
(b)), or is due to any act or omission of the 
contractor, his other sub-contractors, their 
servants or agents, or is within one of the 
cases when the contractor could obtain an 
extension of the time or times for completion 
under the main contract, then the contractor 
must grant a fair and reasonable extension of 
the time or times for completion. These 
‘‘ extended ’’ times are thereupon to be re- 
garded as the times for completion under the 
sub-contract. The above is an elaboration of 
the subject-matter of Clause 4 (d) of the 
1935 form. With regard to what is a reason- 
able extension of time, it need only be men- 
tioned here that there is no such thing as a 
‘reasonable time”’ in the abstract. It must 
always depend upon circumstances. 


THE PLAN AND PLANNER 
OF ADELAIDE 


A LECTURE was delivered by Dr. Thomas 
Adams, F.R.I.B.A., F.S.1., at a meeting 
held at the Royal Empire Society, on 
Monday, to commemorate the- Founding 
and Planning of the City of Adelaide, 
South Australia, by Colonel William 
Light. Lt.-Col. Sir Archibald Weigall, 
K.C.M.G., was in the chair. The meet- 
ing was held for the purpose of enabling 
representatives of architectural and sur- 
veying institutions in England to pay 
tribute to the memory of a Surveyor- 
General who showed exceptional vision in 
making a plan for the capital of South 
Australia, in 1837. It was promoted by 
the Council of the Institute of Landscape 
Architects. 

The main purpose of the lecture, said 
Dr. Adams, was to attempt an appraisal 
of the plan of Adelaide and of its signifi- 
cance as a world-wide example. The 
unique and splendid feature of the plan 
was the division of the town into two 
sections, one mainly commercial and one 
mainly residential; separated by a wide 
park strip intersected by the River 
Torrens; and each section completely 
surrounded by belts of parkland. No 
other town had been so finely conceived in 
this respect, and the history of urban 
growth during the last hundred years 
showed that had Light’s method been 
adopted in all new towns, and in exten- 
sions of existing towns, social evils and 
waste. of public money would have been 
averted on an enormous scale. 


The street plan was more or less con- 
ventional on the lines of Penn’s Phila- 
delphia, New Edinburgh, and hundreds 
of new towns laid out in the United States 
and British Colonies. It was the park 
belts that gave to this ordinary plan a 
quality that made the plan as a whole of 
outstanding merit. 
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“* Adelaide,” declared Dr. Adams, ‘“ does 
not appear to have lived up to the high 
standards of the original plan in the dis- 
position of its railways, the development 
of its streets, and the placing of build- 
ings. But defects incidental to town 
development of the Jast hundred years 
have done less harm in Adelaide than 
elsewhere, because the town was broken 
up into two parts, and each part was sur- 
rounded by parks. This gave permanent 
protection of its environs, and provided 
the growing town with spaces needed for 
elbow room.” 

Colonel Light had a romantic career. 
His father was founder of Penang, and 
may have helped to plan Georgetown in 
the Federated Straits Setflement. Colonel 
Light landed in South Australia in August, 
1836, sent there by the South Australian 
Commission, which, ironically, had its 
headquarters in the now demolished 
Adelphi. He selected the site of the town, 
and proceeded to plan it, in face of a 
strenuous opposition that would have 
daunted most men, and finally hastened 
his death in 1839. Like L’Enfant, the 
French soldier who planned Washington, 
he was a soldier and an artist combined. 

The nearest approach in conception to 
the plan of Adelaide was that of New 
Edinburgh, which was also surrounded by 
park areas, although so much smaller. In 
recent days the Garden Cities of Letch- 
worth and Welwyn had been developed 
on the principle applied by Light, and 
adopted by Sir Ebenezer Howard, 
although partly for a different reason— 
i the preservation of an agricultural 

“The significance of the planning of 
these towns as an example for modern 
application,” said Dr. Adams, in con- 
clusion, “is that all towns and their ex- 
tensions should be planned in cellular 
form, each cell large enough to function 
as a separate community unit, but con- 
nected with the others by means of com- 
munication. The vital thing, however, is 
that each community cell should be 
separated by surrounding belts of open 
land for recreational and educational uses 
of the inhabitants, and in part for inten- 
Sive cultivation.” 





Reconstruction of Burlington Arcade. 

_The general contractors for this work

Shanghai Municipal Works.

ALLEGED NUISANCE BY WEST END 
DEMOLITION AND BUILDING 
OPERATIONS. 

Andreae v. Selfridge and Co., Ltd. 


This case came before the Court on the 
appeal of the defendants, Messrs. Selfridge 
and Co., Ltd., of Oxford-street, W., from the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Bennett in the 
Chancery Division in the action brought 
against them by the plaintiff, Mrs. Emmeline 
Andreae, the late proprietor of the Wigmore 
Hotel, Wigmore’treet, W., to recover 
damages for alleged nuisance and injury 
caused to her busjness during demolition and 
building operations carried out by and for the 
defendants in the neighbourhood of . Duke- 
street, Somerset-street, and Orchard-street, 
W., at periods between 1933 and 1935. (The 
case was reported in Zhe Builder of August 
21, 1936.) 

The plaintiff’s case was that the defendants’ 
works or that of their contractors had been 
carried out in such a manner as to render her 
premises materially less fit for use as a hotel, 
and which infringed her rights under an 
agreement dated October 21, 1931, made 
between her and the defendants, or alterna- 
tively. under a lease dated December 13, 1917, 
and made between the Rt. Hon. Viscount 
Portman of the first part, Mr. Edward Leslie 
Harris.of the second part, and the Author’s 
Hotel Co., Ltd., of the third part as modified 
by the agreement. : 

Clause 1 of the agreement provided that the 
plaintiff should sell and the defendants pur- 
chase at the price of £14,750 the leasehold pre- 
mises known as the Wigmore Hotel, as the 
same were held under the lease of December 
13, 1917, being a lease of the premises for the 
term of 20 years .at the. yearly rent of 
£330. - The defendants paid £4,750 on 
account of and-as a deposit of the pur- 
chase’ moneys, and arranged to pay the 
balance on September 29, 1956, on which date 
the purchase was to be completed and posses- 
sion given. Clause 3 provided that as from 
October 21, 1931, down to September 29, 1936, 
the plaintiff should continue to be the tenant 
of the defendants of the hotel at the rent 
reserved and on the conditions contained in 
the lease, save that (notwithstanding any- 
thing contained in the lease) the plaintiff 
should be at liberty with the previous consent 
of the defendants and with the previous con- 
sent of the superior landlords to underlet the 
Wigmore Hotel to be used as a hotel or a 
social club for any period terminating on or 
before September 28, 1936. 

At the date of the sale agreement the 
defendants had acquired building rights over 
so much of what was described as the island 
site, which consisted of about 3} acres 
bounded by Orchard-street, Somerset-street, 
Duke-street and Wigmore-street, and in 
March, 1932, demolition work began on the 
buildings then standing on the south-east 
angle of the island site. 

é plaintiff's case was that at certain 
times between then and March, 1933, work 
began at 6 a.m., and cranes kept in operation 
during a part of the night, and she complained 
of the annoyance caused to her thereby, and 
as being an interference with the amenities 
of her hotel. The defendants afterwards 
began demolition work on Nos. 10,11, and 12. 
Orchard-street, and plaintiff complained of 
the nuisance caused by grit coupled with 
noise from the work, which she said so seri- 
ously interfered with the amenities of her 
hotel that existent and future bookings in the 
hotel were cancelled. That demolition work 
having been completed, demolition work began 
on Nos. 16-20. Seymour-street, which plaintiff 
also complained caused sefious interference 
with the amenities of the hotel. 

The defence was a denial that what had 
been done cansed anv serious interference 
with the ‘amenities of the hotel. The defen- 
dants further said that the work had been 
carried out by their contractors with all 
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reasonable care and skill to avoid annoyance 
to the vas. roger and that if any annoyance 
was caused to the plaintiff it had been tem- 
porary only, and that as the work was for 
a lawful object the plaintiff had no cause of 
action, Defendants further alleged that in the 
events which had happened the plaintiff was 
estopped, and by her acquiescence precluded 
from relying on any work carried on by the 
defendants as constituting a cause of action. 

Mr. Justice Bennett, after hearing ‘he 
evidence, in giving judgment in favour of the 
plaintiff, satd as he understood the defen- 
dants’ case if one had the fate or fortune to 
live close to such a place, no matter what 
injury was suffered the law gave no redress 
because one was only suffering from a mere 
temporary inconvenience. He did not agree 
with that contention. It was said on behalf 
of the defendants that the work was done by 
what was called ‘‘ up-to-date and modern 
methods.’’ He could not regard what was 
done at the south-east corner of the site as 
something commonly done in the ordinary use 
and occapation of land and houses. It was 
certainly neither usual nor common in this 
country for people to excavate sites to a depth 
of 60 ft. and fasten steel framework together 
with rivets, nor in demolishing houses to use 
pneumatic drills. He came to the conclusion 
that. the plaintiff was entitled to recover 
damages from the defendants, and those 
damages he assessed at £4,500, for which 
amount he gave judgment for her with costs, 
except the costs of an abortive motion. 

The defendants now appealed from this 
result on the grounds that Mr. Justice Ben- 
nett’s decision was wrong in law, and further 
that, in any event, the damages of £4,500 
awarded by him to the plaintiff were exces- 
sive. 

Mr. Fergus Morton, K.C., and Mr. Roger 
Turnbull appeared for the anpvellants; and 
Mr.. Vaisey, K.C., and Mr. L. Tillard for the 
resvondent, Mrs. Andreae. 

During the course of Mr. Morton’s argu- 
ment Lord Justice Scott referred to the 
criteria upon which damages for noise were 
based, and remarked that the law as it stood 
to-day if properly enforced would enormously 
reduce the noise of street traffic. He said 
that he did not think that the learned 
counsel should base any argument on the 
assumption that persons living in London had 
got to put up with all the noise of traffic in 
the streets. 

At the conclusior of the ‘arguments, the 
Master of the Rolls, in giving judgment, 
said the Court had had the advantage of hear- 
ing very able arguments by the learned 
counsel engaged in the case, and having regard 
to the circumstances he did not think it was 
one in which the Court should reverse its 
judgment. 

Having stated the nature of the action, the 
issues involved, and the grounds of the 
appeal, his lordship first dealt with the opera- 
tions that were conducted in the night. He 
said that the plaintiff’s complaint was a sub- 
stantial one, and he protested against the 
idea that if persons for their own profit and 
convenience chose to destroy even one night’s 
rest of their neighbours they were doing some- 
thing which was excusable. It seemed to 
him that to say that the loss of one night’s 
rest was a trivial matter of which the law 
would take no notice was a misconception, 
and if it were a misconception in the minds 
of those conducting such operations the 
sooner it was removed the better. 

. With regard to the contention that the 
building operations in question were out of 
the ordinary in London, and that the appel- 
lants were responsible where any noise 
occurred that constituted a substantial inter- 
ference with the respondent’s occupation he 
was unable.to take that view, and he thought 
that the learned judge had misdirected him- 
self on that point. He had found that the 
entirety of the operations caused a substan- 
tial interference with the respondent’s com- 
fort. and reasonable occupation of her pre- 
mises. But when they were dealing with

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reasonably carried on and so a. 

undue inconvenience to the neighbors am 
latter had to put up with it. But the le, * 
judge had held that that. qualification did 
apply in this case, and had found that ¢h; 
operations carried on were not in the Wa the 
normal use and development of Jand / 
building in this country, and therefore that 
the whole of the operations in question 
stituted an actionable nuisance, and that th, 
entirety of the damages were recoverable ih 
his (the Master of the Rolls) view the jud 
had not approached the matter from the : 
per angle. It was not possible to say that the 
type of demolition, excavation and construe 
tion on which the appellants were ¢ , 
was of such an_abnormal and unusual nature 
as to prevent the qualification he had referred 
to coming into operation. It did not Mean 
that the methods of using land and build. 
ings on it were to be sterilised for ever, As 
time went on new methods enabled land to be 
more profitably used either by digging down 
or by mounting up towards the sky. It was 
part of the normal use of land to take down 
and build up, and he was unable to take the 
view that the whole of these operations were 
of such an abnormal character as to justify 
a finding that the disturbance created con. 
stituted an actionable nuisance. The result 
was that the nuisance by dust and noise dur. 
ing the first part of the operation was estab. 
lished. As to the damages he thought the 
respondent was entitled to a substantial sum, 
though not to as much as the learned judge 
had awarded. He (the Master of the Rolls) 
thought. that a fair. measure of the loss which 
on the evidence the resnondent had suffered 
was £1.000. and the judgement of Mr. Justice 
Bennett would be varied by reducing the 
amount of damages to that extent. 

The other members of the Court con 
curred. 

After hearing counsel on the question of 
costs the Master of the Rolls said that there 
would be no order as to the costs of the 
anneal, and the order as to the costs im the 
Court below would be undisturbed.

Association with Planning Schemes. 

Tue prescription of standard widths based 

upon either existing middle lines of roads or 
proposed altered middle lines of roads must 
be done in collaboration with the planning 
authority. 3 : 
E If fe oianning authority and the highway 
authority are the same, an application made 
to the planning authority is to count as an 
application under the provisions of the Re- 
striction of Ribbon Development Act. 

If the authorities are separate, then the 
application made to one is tantamount to an 
application made to both, and the authorities 
must communicate such applications to each 
other. 

Co-ordination and coherence between such 
authorities is essential, and in Section 7 (2) 
it is stated that :— 

7 (2). With a view to securing that the 
exercise of their powers as to the giving 
of such consents shall be co-ordinated 
with the exercise by planning authorities 
of their powers in relation to planning 
schemes, the highway authority shall from 
time to time consult with any planning 
authorities concerned; and in making a 
decision upon any application for any such 
eonsent the highway authority shall, 
whether the land affected is or is not sub- 
ject to a planning scheme, haye regard 
to the need for preserving the amenities 
of the locality and for securing well- 
planned development. 


Compensation and Purchase of Land. 
Compensation for restrictions cannot be 
claimed until the highway authority with- 
hold consent or stipulate conditions of con- 
sent. Compensation can be settled by agree- 
ment, and, failing that, by an official arbi- 
tration in accordance with directions laid 
down by the Act. 

The whole subject of compensation under 
this Act is very complicated. 


Acquisition of Land. 

The highway authority have new powers 
conferred upon them by the Act with regard 
to the acquisition of land, and in some cases 
it will be better for the highway authority 
to purchase the land than to pay compensa- 
tion for restrictions. The following is the 
section of the Act dealing with the matter. 


13 (1). Any highway authority may 
acquire any land within 220 yards from 
the middle of any road, the acqvisition 
of which is, in their opinion, necessary 
for the purposes of the construction or 
improvement of the road or of preventing 
the erection of buildings detrimental to 
the view from the road, and if they are 
unable to do so by agreement on terms 
which are in their opinion reasonable, 
they may purchase the land compulsorily 
by means of an Order (in this Act referred 

as. a “‘compulsory purchase Order ’”’) 
, made by them and confirmed by the 
Minister, and the provisions of Sections 
161 and 16°. 174 and 175 of the Local 
_ Government Act, 1933, and of paragraph 
| (a) of Section 179 of that Act shall apply 
with respect to any such Order in like 
' Taanner as they apply to Orders to .be 
. confirmed by the Minister of Health under 
| that Act. 
| Provided that the Lands Clauses Acts 
and the Acquisition of Land (Assessment 
_ of Compensation) Act, 1919, as incorporated 
: In the Order, shall be subject to the fol- 
lowing modifications, that is to say, in 
determining the amount of any compen- 
sation :— * 

(a) The arbitrator shall have regard to 
the extent to which the remaining ¢on- 
tiguous lands belonging to the same per- 

Son may be benefited by the purpose 
for which the land is authorised to be 
acquired, and in particular (without pre- 
judice to the generality of the foregoing 


provisions of this paragraph) shall, in 
the case of land authorised to be 
acquired for the widening of any road, 
set off against the value of the laud to 
be acquired any increase in the value 
of other land belonging to the same 
person which will accrue by reason of 
the creation of a frontage to the road as 
widened; and— 

(b) The: arbitrator shall take into 
account and embody in his award any 
undertaking given by the highway 
authority as to the use to whic 
land or any part thereof will be put. 
(2). Any highway authority may acquire 

by agreement any Jand in the neighbour- 
hood of any road being land which they 
consider it desirable to acquire for the 
purposes of preserving the amenities of 
the locality in which it is situated (includ- 
ing the purpose of preventing the erection 
of buildings detrimental to the view from 
the road). 


(3). The following provisions shall have 
effect with respect to the acquisition of 
land under the powers conferred by this 
section, and with respect. to land acquired 
under those powers :— 

(a) Except for the purposes of the 
construction or improvement of a road, 
a highway authority shall not, under the 
said ‘powers, acquire compulsorily any 
land which is required to be retained as 
part of a ‘park, garden, pleasure-ground 
or home farm attached to and usually 
occupied with a mansion house, or is 
otherwise ‘required for the amenity or 
convenience of any dwelling - house 
existing when the nom apne 3 purchase 
Order is made, or which is for the time 
being subject to conditions restricting 
the planning, development or use there- 
of imposed by any agreement enforce- 
able under Section 34 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1932. 

(b) Whenever land is acquired by a 
highway authority under the said powers 
the authority shall furnish to _ the 
Minister, in a form approved by him, 
sufficient particulars of the purposes for 
which the land is acquired and of the 
manner in which it is intended to be 
used for those purposes and the said 
particulars shall be so furnished in the 
ease of land to be acquired by means of 
a compulsory ogres re Order by specify- 
ing them in the order submitted to the 
Minister, and in any other case in such 
manner as the Minister may direct. 

(c) A highway authority shall not 
have power to use in any manner other 
than that specified in the particulars fur- 
nished under the last foregoing para- 

taph or to let, sell or exchange any 

and which has been acquired by them 
under the said powers for the purposes 
of preventing the erection of buildings 
detrimental to the view from a road or 
for any of the purposes specified in sub- 
section (2). of this section unless they 
are authorised to do so by an Order 
made by the Minister of Health, and, 
except in the case of an Order authoris- 
ing the letting of such land for a term 
not exceeding seven years for purposes 
specified: in the Order, being purposes 
which, in the opinion of the Minister of 

Health, are consistent. with the preser- 

vation of the amenities of the locality, 

any such Order shall be provisional only 
and shall not have .effect unless and 
until it is confirmed by Parliament. 


(4). The’ powers conferred upon _high- 
way authorities by Section 1 of the Roads 
Improvement Act, 1825 (which relates to 
the planting of trees and shrubs and the 
laying out of grass margins), may be exer- 
cised upon any land acquired by a high- 
way authority under this section notwith- 
standing that the land does not form part 
of a highway. 


(5). Where any highway authority are 
authorised by an Order confirmed under 
this section to purchase land compulsorily 
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then, at. any time after notice to treat has 


been .served, the authority may, after 
giving to the owner and to the occupier of 
the land not less than 14 days’ notice 
enter on and take possession of the lan 
or such part thereof as is specified in the 
notice, without previous consent or com- 
pliance with Sections 84 to 90 of the Lands 
Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845, but sub- 
ject to the payment of the like compensa- 
tion for the land of which possession is 
taken, and interest. on the compensation 
awarded, as would have been payable if 
those provisions had been complied with. 

(6). Save as is provided in the section of 
this Act next following, nothing in this 
section shall authorise the compulsory 
acquisition of any.land whichis the pro- 
perty of any local authority (inclu ing 
any drainage board) or. has been acquire 
by any statutory undertakers for the pur- 
Poses of their undertaking. 


GENERAL., 


Applications for Consent.—If the highway 
authority do not give a decision within two 
months, then unconditional consent is 
deemed to have been given. This is a 
period consistent with ‘that of planning 
schemes, although as far as building by-laws 
are concerned, one month is the limiting 
period. 

Contraventions.—Persons carrying ~ out 
works in contravention of the Act are liable 
on conviction to penalties and their work 
to be demolished at their own expense. 

Appeals.—No appeal is allowed for the 
refusal of the highway authority to consent 
to buildings, excavations or works (other 
than excavations or works for the purpose of 
constructing sewers, drains, pipes, etc.) 
within the standard width. 

Appeals on other matters can be made to 
the Minister of Transport. 

Plans for Public Inspection.—Plans indi- 
cating standard widths and restricted lands 
affected by the Act are to be available for 
inspection at the offices of the highway 
authority and at such other places as the 
Minister may direct. Such other places can 
be the offices of borough or district councils, 
where local reference to the County Council’s 
measures can be made. 

No reference is made to the signing or 
sealing of the plans, but this is advlochie. 

Registers.—The highway authority are to 
keep registers of all consents available for 
inspection. 

They are also to keep registers of all 
notices sent to them by persons claiming to 
have an estate or interest in property within 
220 ft. of the middle of a road, which may 
be made subject to restrictions under Sec- 
tions 1 and 2 of the Act. Persons claiming 
to have interest in property need not be 
only owners or occupiers, for mortgagees and 
persons holding other interests can claim 
registration. 

When the interest of a person lapses, his 
name can be deleted from the register. 

oaanee forms of registration are indi- 
cated. 


Derestriction. 

Upon application of the highway authority 
the Minister of Transport is empowered to 
remove restrictions on a road as to access or 
buildings, or both.

TIME AND MOVEMENT 
STUDY 


PUBLIC LECTURES. 


The success of the arrangements made for 
the Coronation was a great demonstration for 
time and movement study, said Dr, G. H. 
Miles, in the course of the first of a series 
of three public lectures om ‘‘ Some Modern 
Developments in Time and Movement 
Study ” given before the National Institute 
of Industrial Psychology, under the Heath 
Clark Bequest, on Monday, May 24. What 
had been so successful on a large scale could, 
he said, be applied in almost every branch of 
industrial life in which there is co-operative 
work, 


In the many branches of industry accurate 
study of various operations was essential in 
order that the processes should follow through 
without loss of time. In the motor industry 
it would be quite impossible to assemble cars 
at the present-day rate unless each part of 
the process of manufacture had been 
accurately time-studied and the sequence and 
grouping of operations had been arranged 
on this basis. Here, even fractions of a second 
were important. Time study alone was not 
sufficient to ensure full efficiency. If the 
movements were awkward or unnecessary 
time study did not improve matters—it only 
consolidated or crystallised the fault—but 
movement study would show better ways of 
working and reduce effort. 

The success of time and movement study 
im industry depended largely on the skill and 
training of those who made the studies, and 
the extent to which the workers could be 
interested in the problem. Any attempt at 
exploitation was soon sensed and group oppo- 
sition followed. For real success full co-opera- 
tion was essential. 

Time and movement study was of great 
value in the scientific investigation of 
operating conditions. It could be used to 
detect the onset of fatigue. It had estab- 
lished the value of rhythmical movement and 
the need for eliminating unnecessary move- 
ments. Where these discoveries and others 


were applied to everyday life, better and 
more efficient work could be done with far 
less effort. 
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VISIT BY AMERICAN 
RESEARCH COUNCIL 


Between 20 and 30 important American 
executives and bankers arrived at Southamp- 
ton last week to begin a rapid tour of Great 
Britain, France and Germany, to study 
European research organisation at first hand. 
The tour has been arranged under the 
auspices of the American National Research 
Council by Mr. Maurice Holland, the 
Director of the Division of Engineering and 
Industrial Research of the Council. 


_ The tour in this country has been arranged 
in co-operation with the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, and visits 
were made to the National Physical Labora- 
tory, where the party was received by. Lord 
Rutherford and members of the Department’s 
Advisory Council, the Building Research 
Station, and the Fuel Researeh Station. The 
party spent Wednesday at the Shirley Insti- 
tute, the headquarters of the Cotton Research 
Association at Didsbury, and were able to 
visit the laboratories of the Leather, the 
Boot and Shoe and the Rubber Research 
Associations. 


The party is visiting the research labora- 
tories of several large firms. They are seeing 
research on the production of drugs and 
medicines in London, electrical research in 
Manchester and Wembley, research ‘on iron 
and steel in Sheffield, and on non-ferrous 
metals in Birmingham. 


The party are visiting the Cavendish 
Laboratory at Cambridge, where they will be 
entertained to lunch at Trinity College. Before 
leaving for Paris on June 7, the party con- 
template visiting the Lake District, Shakes- 
peare’s country, Windsor and Hampton Court. 
After leaving England, an equally strenuous 
programme has been planned in’ France and 
Germany before the party returns to 
America on June WO. ;
